Reports. 

THE  powder  distributed  to  students  on  May  27  contained 
5  parts  of  ammonium  aluminium  sulphate  (ammonia 
alum),  4  parts  of  magnesium  sulphate,  and  1  part  of  zinc 
sulphate. 

The  calculated  composition  of  such  a  mixture  is

The  powder  also  contained,  as  impurity,  a  very  small 
quantity  of  chloride. 

Samples  of  the  powder  were  distributed  to  72  students,  and 
41  reports  were  sent  in  for  examination. 

All  our  correspondents  detected  the  presence  of  the 
sulphuric  radical.  The  failures  in  the  detection  of  the 
metallic  radicals  present  in  the  powder  were  :  Aluminium  3, 
zinc  13,  magnesium  10,  ammonium  7.  No  fewer  than  ten 
students  failed  to  note  the  very  abundant  evolution  of  water 
which  took  place  when  the  powder  was  heated  in  a  dry  test- 
tube. 

While  the  present  exercise  was  analytically  of  a  very 
simple  character,  the  comparatively  small  proportion  in 
which  each  of  the  metallic  radicals  was  present  in  the 
powder  constituted  a  feature  which  presented  a  certain 
amount  of  difficulty  to  a  number  of  students.  Unless  the 
quantity  of  the  powder  employed  for  the  systematic  examina- 
tion for  metallic  radicals  was  somewhat  larger  than  the 
total  quantity  furnished  to  our  correspondents  appeared  to 
warrant,  the  precipitates  formed  on  the  addition  of  the 
group-reagents  were  obtained  in  inconsiderable  quantity  only, 
and  were  liable  to  be  overlooked  unless  something  more  than 
ordinary  care  was  exercised. 

Freshly  precipitated  aluminium  hydroxide  is  of  a  trans- 
lucent character,  and  in  consequence,  when  present  in  small 
quantity  only,  it  is  very  inconspicuous.  Moreover,  it  is  by 
no  means  insoluble  in  excess  of  ammonia  solution,  and  hence 
the  thoughtless  addition  of  a  large  excess  of  this  reagent  may 
entirely  prevent  the  formation  of  a  permanent  precipitate. 

Zinc  sulphide  is  usually  precipitated  somewhat  slowly 
from  dilute  solutions  of  zinc  salts,  and  this  fact  led  to  the 
failure  of  some  of  our  correspondents  to  detect  the  presence 
of  zinc.  A  few  observed  the  formation  of  a  slight  cloud  on 
the  addition  of  ammonium  hydrosulphide,  but  regarded  this 
as  insufficient  to  indicate  the  presence  of  any  essential 
constituent  of  the  powder,  and  considered  that  it  was 
probably  due  to  sulphur  liberated  by  the  oxidation  of  the 
hydrosulphide.  When  any  white  precipitate,  however  small, 
is  obtained  at  this  stage,  it  is  unsafe  to  assume  that  it  miy 
not  be  due  to  zinc,  and,  in  any  case,  it  should  not  be  passed 
over  unexamined.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  majority  of  our 
correspondents  obtained  a  sufficiently  abundant  precipitate 
of  zinc  sulphide  to  be  able  to  examine  its  properties,  and  to 
identify  it  beyond  all  doubt ;  while  a  number  had  already 
made  sure  of  the  presence  of  zinc  during  the  preliminary 
examination  of  the  powder. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  ammonium  magnesium  phosphate 
is  distinctly  soluble  in  water,  the  separation  of  this  sub- 
stance as  a  precipitate  from  dilute  solutions  is  always  slow, 
hence  a  considerable  length  of  time  (sometimes  several 


hours)  must  be  permitted  to  elapse  before  it  can  be 
concluded  with  safety  that  magnesium  is  absent.  The 
precipitate  is  less  soluble  in  water  containing  a  moderate 
quantity  of  ammonia  than  it  is  in  pure  water,  and  hence  it 
is  desirable  to  have  ammonia  present  in  moderate  excess 
before  adding  ammonium  phosphate  as  a  test  for  magnesium. 

The  failures  in  the  detection  of  ammonium  were  chiefly 
due  to  the  test  applied  being  the  somewhat  rough  one  of 
boiling  with  caustic-soda  solution  and  endeavouring  to 
observe  the  odour  of  ammonia.  When  dilute  solutions  are 
under  examination  by  students  who,  it  may  be,  have  been  for 
some  time  in  a  laboratory  in  which  the  atmosphere  already 
contains  more  than  traces  of  free  ammonia,  it  is  scarcely  sur- 
prising that  the  test  should  not  always  prove  to  be  a  delicate 
or  a  safe  one. 

The  pungent  odour  observed  during  the  later  stages  of  the 
heating  of  the  powder  in  a  test-tube,  and  supposed  by 
several  students  to  be  that  of  acetic  acid,  was  really  the 
odour  of  sulphurous  anhydride  produced  by  the  decomposi- 
tion of  the  sulphates  present.

To  Correspondents. 

Banner. — Notwithstanding  that  your  odium  carbonate  con- 
tained chloride,  you  could  still  have  teste 1  the  powder  for  traces 
of  chloride  by  simply  dissolving  some  of  it  in  water  and  adding 
nitric  acid  and  then  silver  nitrate.  The  presence  of  aluminium, 
zinc,  and  magnesium  did  not  interfere  with  the  reaction  for 
chloride. 

Capsicum.— The  supposed  hydrochloric-acid  fumes  evolved  when 
the  powder  was  heated  with  concentrated  sulphuric  acid  were  due 
to  the  latter  acid  alone. 

Omrah. — We  tested  carefully  for  traces  of  calcium,  but  failed  to 
get  any  indications. 

H.  M.  R.— Had  carbonate  been  present,  the  powder  would  not 
have  dissolved  completely  in  water.  Your  conclusion  that  a 
ferrous  salt  was  present  was  based  on  insufficient  evidence. 
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Morphine  and  G.  K.  F. — You  do  not  report  having  made  any 
test  for  phosphate.  The  presence  or  absence  of  the  phosphoric 
radical  should  be  established  before  the  examination  of  a  precipi- 
tate which  purports  to  belong  to  the  iron-group  is  entered  upon. 

J.  E.  H. — The  odour  produced  on  heating  the  powder,  and 
which  you  mistook  for  that  of  vinegar,  was  really  due  to  sulphurous 
anhydride. 

D.  McNicoi.,  j un.,  and  Others. — It  is  difficult  to  understand 
how  you  failed  to  observe  the  evolution  of  water  when  the  powder 
was  heated  in  a  dry  tube. 

Alum. — We  have  endeavoured,  but  without  success,  to  obtain 
the  indications  of  the  presence  of  boric  acid  which  you  report  as 
having  been  obtained  on  heating  the  powder  with  sulphuric  acid 
and  alcohol,  and  kindling  the  alcohol. 

Sandonian. — The  addition  of  chloroplatinic  acid  is  not  appro- 
priate as  a  preliminary  test  for  the  presence  or  absence  of 
potassium.  This  reagent  should  only  be  applied  after  the  metals 
belonging  to  other  analytical  groups,  and  also  ammonium  salts, 
have  been  removed. 

W.  P.  P.,  A.  F.  W.,  Asparagin,  and  San  Toy.— The  white  pre- 
cipitate you  obtained  on  adding  calcium  chloride  in  testing  for 
citrate  consisted  of  calcium  sulphate.  The  powder  did  not 
blacben  when  heated,  as  it  would  have  done  had  citrate  been 
present. 

Kupfernickel. — The  "  slight  cloud  "  which  you  observed  on 
adding  ammonium  sulphide,  but  which  you  ignored  as  "  no  pre- 
cipitate," was  due  to  zinc  sulphide. 

B.  M.  N. — We  cannot  explain  why  you  got  indications  of  the 
presence  of  manganese,  which  was  absent,  and  failed  to  get  indica- 
tions of  the  presence  of  zinc. 

J.  D.  B.  —We  do  not  understand  your  remarkable  failure  to 
note  the  formation  of  any  precipitate  on  the  addition  of  ammonia 
and  ammonium  hydrosulphide  to  the  original  solution  after  the 
addition  of  acid,  unless  you  permitted  the  mixture  to  remain  acid 
by  omitting  to  add  ammonia  in  excess. 

Isomeny. — More  time  and  care  are  necessary  for  good  analytical 
work  thin  you  appear  to  have  bestowed  upon  the  present  exer- 
cise. Make  up  a  similar  mixture  for  yourself,  and  practise 
upon  it. 

G.  H.  Palmer  — You  do  not  prove  that  the  precipitate  produced 
in  the  original  solution  on  the  addition  of  barium  chloride  con- 
sisted of  barium  sulphate.  You  ought  to  have  shown  whether  or 
not  it  dissolved  in  dilute  nitric  or  hydrochloric  acid. 

J.  H.  Beswick. — The  ammonium- molybdate  and  silver- nitrate 
reactions  for  phosphate  which  you  describe  did  not,  in  our  hands, 
yield  the  positive  results  you  report. 

Gramo. — Your  mode  of  attempting  the  analysis  was  most 
unsystematic.  The  various  group-reagents  cannot  be  added  to 
successive  fresh  portions  of  the  original  solution  with  any  prospect 
of  satisfactory  results  being  obtained  when  metallic  radicals  be- 
longing to  several  analytical  groups  are  present.  Separations 
must  be  systematically  effected. 

Guaiacol. — The  group-reagent  employed  in  testing  for  zinc, 
&c,  is  ammonium  sulphide  or  hydrosulphide,  not  ammonium  sul- 
phite. Perhaps  it  was  only  by  inadvertence  that  you  wrote  the 
formula  for  the  latter  salt. 

Hope. — The  curdy  yellow  precipitate  which  you  got  on  adding 
silver  nitrate  to  the  original  aqueous  solution  was  not  due  to  any 
constituent  of  the  powder  as  sent  out.  In  your  summary  ammonia 
is  strangely  out  of  place  amongst  the  acids.

Brevities. 

r"»  A  specimen  of  Eucalyptus  Globulus  is  to  be  seen  in  bloom 
in  the  Terrace  Walk  near  the  pond  in  the  new  gardens  at 
Torquay.  The  local  botanist  tells  a  newspaper  interviewer 
that  he  never  heard  of  the  tree  flowering  in  this  country 
before. 

The  Northamptonshire  Chamber  of  Agriculture  on  June  20 
discussed  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  the  President  (Mr.  J.  Cooper) 
being  evidently  under  the  impression  that  it  sought  to 
restrict  the  sale  of  cattle-medicines  to  chemists.  The 
subject  is  to  be  considered  at  a  special  meeting. 
'■  A  few  nights  ago  a  Salford  cycling  mechanic,  named 
Bibby,  was  pitched  head  foremost  from  the  front  of  a 


tandem  motor-car  into  the  closed  front  door  of  Mr.  J.  M. 
Graham's  drug-stores,  Russell  Street,  corner  of  Stretford 
Road,  Manchester,  and  received  such  injuries  to  his  fore- 
head that  he  subsequently  died. 

According  to  a  report  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  to 
the  London  County  Council  the  aerated  water  now  consumed 
in  London  is  at  least  a  third,  and  probably  nearer  a  half,  of 
the  quantity  of  cold  water  used  for  drinking-purposes.  It  is 
proposed  that  the  Local  Government  Board  be  asked  to 
promote  legislation  to  prevent  the  manufacture  being 
carried  on  under  conditions  injurious  to  health. 

Society  of  Chemical  Industry. 

There  were  only  three  nominations  for  election  as  ordinary 
members  of  the  Council— viz.,  Dr.  W.  S.  Squire,  Professor 
W.  J.  Pope,  F.R.S.,  and  Mr.  B.  E.  R.  Newlands.  The  Council 
had  therefore  to  find  a  fourth,  and  they  have  nominated  Mr. 
Hemingway,  of  Stratford,  chemical-manufacturer. 

The  St.  Louis  Exhibition. 

Mr.  Boverton  Redwood,  Mr.  A.  Gordon  Salamon,  Mr.  J. 
Wightman,  and  Mr.  Thomas  Tyrer  have  been  appointed  by 
the  Commissioners  of  the  St.  Louis  Exhibition  to  act  in  pro- 
moting the  interests  of  British  chemical  industry  so  far  as 
the  chemistry  and  chemical  arts  sections  are  concerned.  It 
is  expected  that  on  this  occasion  the  United  Kingdom  will 
make  a  good  show,  and  several  makers  of  medicinal 
chemicals  will  participate. 

L'Entente  Cordiale. 

As  Chairman  of  the  Anglo-French  Association  (L'Entente 
Cordiale),  Mr.  A.  Barton  Kent  will  be  very  pleased  to  hear 
from  any  member  of  the  drug-trade  who  is  interested  in 
promoting  a  better  feeling  between  France  and  England. 
He  expresses  the  hope  that  London  residents  will  give 
President  Loubet  a  cordial  welcome  on  his  forthcoming  visit. 
The  report  of  the  Association  for  1902-3  shows  a  con- 
siderable increase  in  the  membership,  which  is  now  over 
300  strong.  During  the  year  the  Association  organised  a 
series  of  afternoon  lectures  and  one  evening  entertainment, 
at  which  several  distinguished  artists  gave  their  services. 
Perhaps  the  most  important  meeting  was  that  held  to 
discuss  the  proposal  by  Mr.  Barclay,  the  well-known  English 
lawyer  in  Paris,  in  favour  of  a  special  Arbitration  Treaty 
between  this  country  and  France.  Dr.  Blake  Odgers,  K.C., 
presided,  and,  after  considerable  discussion,  a  resolution  in 
favour  of  the  principle  involved  was  adopted.  The  A  ssociation 
offer  two  travelling  scholarships  of  10/.  each  for  competition. 
The  next  competition  will  be  held  on  November  7,  1903,  at 
the  City  of  London  Schools,  Embankment,  E.C.  The 
subjects  of  examination  consist  of  written  translations  from 
French  into  English  and  vice  versd,  French  dictation,  and 
a  short  essay  in  French.  It  is  open  to  British  subjects  of 
both  sexes  (except  those  born  of  French  parents),  and  the 
successful  competitors  will  be  required  to  spend  at  least  one 
month  in  France.  The  subscription  for  membership  of 
L'Entente  Cordiale  is  half  a  guinea  per  annum. 

British  Dental  Association. 

The  annual  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  at  the 
Royal  Pavilion,  Brighton,  last  week,  under  the  presidency  of 
Mr.  Walter  Harrison,  Hove,  who,  in  his  opening  address, 
said  that  the  credit  of  the  first  appointment  of  dental 
surgeons  to  parochial  and  industrial  schools  must  be  given 
to  the  Association ;  but  it  was  strange  that  the  examination 
of  the  teeth  of  children  had  not  commended  itself  to  all 
Boards  of  Guardians.  He  deplored  the  apathy  shown  in  the 
dental  condition  of  the  young.  In  private  practice  most 
dentists  find  anxiety  on  the  part  of  parents  of  the  upper 
and  middle  classes  regarding  the  state  of  their  children's 
teeth,  and  the  principals  of  schools  also  show  that  they  are 
not  indifferent  in  this  respect ;  but  public  bodies  do  not 
realise  how  absolutely  necessary  to  health  is  a  perfect  set  of 
teeth.  The  Association  is  in  a  position  to  demonstrate  the 
necessity  of  a  Royal  Commission  to  inquire  into  this  matter. 

Birmingham  Notes. 

The  Guardians  of  the  parish  of  Birmingham  have  ap- 
pointed Miss  M.  R.  Bates  as  dispenser. 
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Dr.  Wilkes,  son  of  Mr.  G-.  W.  Wilkes,  chemist,  Broad  Street, 
has  been  appointed  medical  officer  to  the  Elan  Valley  Water- 
works of  the  Birmingham  Corporation. 

At  the  Worcester  Quarter  Sessions  it  was  stated  that 
"  the  police  had  been  asked  to  discontinue  taking  samples 
under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  because  the  analyst 
was  so  busy." 

According  to  the  Mail,  the  herb-beer  shop  has  not  yet 
arrived  (or,  rather,  is  languishing).  The  collectors  gather, 
in  Warwick  county,  "the  demulcent  comfrey,  tonic  hore- 
hound,  and  nervine  motherwort,  emollient  marshmallow,  and 
astringent  meadowsweet,"  but  it  all  goes  North.  It  is 
stated  that  a  Bill  is  being  promoted  in  Parliament  to  put 
herbalists  on  a  firmer  basis ;  but  it  is  feared  that  the 
"  regular  profession  regards  the  pretensions  of  the  herbalist 
with  undisguised  hostility." 

The  Lady,  the  Doctor,  and  the  Chemist 

A  case  was  heard  by  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  and  a  special 
jury,  at  the  High  Court  last  week,  in  which  a  Mrs.  Helen 
Tute,  of  Bays  water,  brought  an  action  for  slander  against 
Dr.  Leonard  W.  Sedgewick,  of  Gloucester  Terrace,  W. 
Plaintiff  alleged  that  the  doctor  had  said  she  was  "not  an 
honest  woman" — a  statement  which  the  doctor  denied  on 
oath.  Dr.  Arthur  James,  who  was  present  at  the  interview 
between  the  parties,  said  in  evidence  that  plaintiff  was  very 
excited.  She  at  the  same  time  made  a  complaint  to  him 
(Dr.  James)  about  a  chemist,  alleging  that  after  having  had 
a  prescription  made  up  a  second  time  and  taking  one  dose, 
she  had  extraordinary  symptoms  and  said  she  was  poisoned. 
He  knew  of  no  drug  that  would  produce  the  symptoms  com- 
plained of.  She  said  it  was  strychnine,  but  he  explained  to 
her  that  there  could  be  no  idea  of  poisoning.  He  did  not 
suggest  that  a  preparation  of  iron  would  cause  the  symp- 
toms. Plaintiff  was  most  suspicious  of  everybody,  although 
she  spoke  of  defendant  in  the  highest  terms.  Eventually 
the  Lord  Chief  Justice  told  the  jury  that  they  must  return  a 
verdict  for  the  defendant.  All  that  passed,  between  the 
parties  was  privileged,  and  the  action  should  never  have  been 
brought.    Verdict  and  judgment  accordingly. 

Festive. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  London  staff  of  Messrs.  A.  &  F. 
Pears  (Limited)  took  place  on  June  20  at  the  Gloucester 
Hotel,  Brighton,  under  the  chairmanship  of  Mr.  H.  A.  Man- 
field.  The  party  left  London  by  an  early  train  and  spent  a 
most  enjoyable  day.  At  the  dinner  Mr.  Manfield  was  sup- 
ported in  the  chair  by  Mr.  Vermont  and  Mr.  Charles  W. 
White,  representatives  of  the  firm.  Mr.  White,  in  response 
to  the  toast  of  his  health,  spoke  at  length  on  the  prosperity 
of  the  firm  in  India,  and  said  that  he  got  so  tired 
writing  orders  last  journey  that  he  had  to  leave  off  and 
cable  them.  Mr.  T.  F.  Barratt  telegraphed  his  good  wishes 
and  placed  carriages  and  boats  at  the  disposal  of  the  staff 
for  the  pleasures  of  the  afternoon. 

On  June  13  Messrs.  G.  B.  Kent  &  Sons  (Limited)  gave  their 
usual  annual  dinner  at  the  Holborn  Restaurant  to  their  staff 
and  employes  from  Farringdon  Road,  Victoria  Park,  and  a 
contingent  from  their  recently  opened  works  at  Apsley,  near 
Hemel  Hempstead.  About  200  sat'  down  to  an  excellent 
repast,  Mr.  Harold  Kent  being  in  the  chair,  supported  by  Mr. 
Ernest  Kent,  Mr.  C.  F.  Barrett,  and  other  gentlemen.  The 
toast  of  "  The  King,"  proposed  by  Mr.  Harold  Kent,  was  re- 
ceived with  great  enthusiasm  to  the  accompaniment  of  the 
National  Anthem.  That  of  "  The  Army,  Navy,  and  Imperial 
Forces  "  was  responded  to  by  Mr.  Titchener,  an  employe  who, 
having  served  during  the  late  war,  had  on  his  return  resumed 
his  position  with  the  company.  The  toast  of  "  The  Staff, 
Workmen,  and  Representatives"  was  then  proposed  in 
felicitous  terms  by  Mr.  Ernest  Kent,  and  acknowledged 
respectively  by  Mr.  Cholmondeley  Wood,  Mr.  Hawtin,  and 
Mr.  William  Sloan ;  while  "  The  Company  "  was  given  by 
Mr.  William  Benwell  and  responded  to  by  Mr.  C.  F.  Barrett, 
one  of  the  directors.  Mr.  Buckhurst,  of  the  Mutual  Store, 
Melbourne,  a  colonial  now  on  a  visit  to  this  country,  gave  a 
very  interesting  speech  on  the  relations  of  the  colonies  with 
the  Mother  Country.  A  very  pleasant  entertainment  fol- 
lowed, Mr.  Frank  Lincoln,  the  well-known  American  humour- 
ist, contributing  greatly  to  the  enjoyment  of  the  gathering. 


Marking  "White  and  Bed  Lead. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Manchester  Chamber  of  Commerce  on 
June  17,  a  letter  from  the  Chemical-trade  Section  of  the 
London  Chamber  of  Commerce  was  read  asking  the  Board  to 
adopt  a  memorial  to  the  Board  of  Trade  on  the  subject  of 
marking  white  and  red  lead  mixtures.  This  document 
formulated  a  request  that  the  Board  of  Trade  should  render 
it  compulsory  to  mark  all  mixtures  of  white  or  red  lead 
other  than  genuine  with  the  word  "reduced,"  the  present 
practice  being,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Section,  likely  to  lead 
to  misrepresentation  and  fraud.  The  matter  was  remitted 
to  the  Chemical  Section  of  the  Chamber  for  consideration 
and  report. 

A  Sale  by  Auction 

On  Monday,  Tuesday,  and  Wednesday  of  this  week  the 
shop-fittings,  fixtures,  stock-in-trade,  and  mineral-water 
plant  of  the  chemist's  business  at  53  Broad  Street,  Worcester, 
were  sold  under  a  deed  of  assignment.  The  auctioneers' 
catalogue  contains  a  few  misprints,  as  is  usual  when 
chemists'  goods  are  under  consideration,  but  on  the  whole 
the  stocktaker  has  managed  the  names  of  the  articles  very 
well.  The  educated  eye,  of  course,  lights  upon  such 
mistakes  as  "  Bogie  mould,"  "  vasceline-tins,"  "  voilet- 
powder,"  "blue  vitroil,"  and  "santal  perees  "  with  amuse- 
ment, but  these  are  not  serious  amongst  186  lots.  We  do 
not  observe  that  any  poisons  were  specifically  offered 
for  sale. 

Sheffield  Notes. 

The  many  friends  of  Mr.  George  J.  Forrest,  chemist  and 
druggist,  221-3  St.  Mary's  Road,  will  be  glad  to  hear  that 
he  is  recovering  from  the  serious  accident  which  he  suffered 
on  April  16  last,  when  he  was  thrown  from  a  motor-car  and 
sustained  a  fractured  knee-cap,  although  even  yet  he  can 
only  get  about  with  the  aid  of  crutches. 

The  new  branch-dispensary  established  by  the  Sheffield  Board 
of  Guardians  at  Attercliff  e  was  opened  on  Thursday  last.  The 
work  of  the  Union  dispenser  and  his  assistant  has  been  re- 
arranged in  such  a  way  that  the  new  branch  will  be  worked 
without  any  addition  to  the  staff.  This  completes  the 
arrangement  reported  previously  in  the  C.  D.,  by  which 
practically  the  whole  of  the  medicines  required  by  the  sick 
poor  in  the  Union  will  be  supplied  by  the  Guardians,  and  not 
by  the  district  medical  officers. 

Notwithstanding  a  dignified  objection  from  the  Council  of 
the  Sheffield  University  College,  the  Leeds  College  autho- 
rities have  persisted  in  a  decision  to  apply  for  a  charter  for 
their  proposed  new  university  under  a  title  implying  that  it 
is  the  University  of  Yorkshire.  It  has  been  decided  to  take 
every  step  possible  to  oppose  the  Leeds  proposal,  which  , it  is 
believed  would  seriously  prejudice  the  interests  of  the  pro- 
posed Sheffield  University. 

A  Sheffield  Corporation  Bill  is  now  before  a  House  of 
Commons  Committee,  and  Mr.  Baggallay,  K.C.,  for  the 
Corporation,  has  applied  to  insert  a  clause  providing  that 
every  medical  practitioner  in  that  city  should  be  required  to 
notify  cases  of  tuberculosis  of  lungs  under  a  penalty  of  40s., 
and  that  the^Corporation  should  make  arrangements  to  disin- 
fect the  clothing  and  houses  of  patients  free  of  cost,  making 
themselves  liable  for  all  unnecessary  damage.  In  support 
of  the  application  Dr.  Robertson,  medical  officer  of  Sheffield, 
stated  that  the  disease  causes  19  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  in 
Sheffield  which  occur  between  the  ages  of  5  and  50  years. 
Since  1899  the  system  of  voluntary  notification  had  been 
tried  with  success,  leading  to  the  knowledge  of  50  per  cent, 
of  tuberculosis  cases. 

Fires. 

On  June  22  a  fire  broke  out  at  St.  Mary's  Oil,  Drysaltery, 
and  Chemical-works,  Montague  Street,  Lower  Broughton, 
occupied  by  Messrs.  Whittaker  &  Co.,  and  did  damage  to  the 
extent  of  about  300Z. 

An  outbreak  of  fire  occurred  on  June  18  at  the  shop  of  Messrs. 
Williamson  &  Son,  chemists,  Bondgate,  Darlington.  The  cause 
of  the  outbreak,  so  far  as  can  be  ascertained,  was  due  to  a  cask 
of  methylated  spirit,  from  which  some  of  the  fluid  was  being 
drawn,  taking  fire  and  causing  damage  by  burns  to  the  face 
and  hair  of  the  assistant,  and  igniting  some  of  the  sur- 
rounding stock.  Mr.  L.  Williamson  was  not  at  home  at  the 
time  of  the  outbreak,  and  the  assistants  in  the  shop  did  all 
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that  was  possible  to  prevent  the  fire  from  spreading,  and  the 
flames  were  confined  to  the  cellar  by  the  prompt  arrival  of 
the  fire-brigade. 

Guardians  and  Drug-supply. 

Mr.  J.  T.  Lincoln,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  has  been 
appointed  to  supply  drugs  to  the  Hull  Board  of  Guardians. 

The  Isle  of  Thanet  Board  of  Guardians  have  accepted  the 
tender  of  Messrs.  Burgoyne,  Burbidges  &  Co.,  of  Coleman 
Street,  E.C.,  for  the  supply  of  drugs  and  medicines  to  the 
workhouse  at  15/.  2s.  9d. 

The  Bolton  Board  of  Guardians  have  accepted  the  tender 
of  Messrs.  Thos.  Moscrop  &  Co.  (Limited)  for  the  supply  of 
sulphur  and  disinfecting-fluid  to  the  workhouse. 

Owing  to  the  increased  cost  of  cod-liver  oil,  Dr.  May  has 
asked  the  Lewisham  Board  of  Guardians  to  increase  his 
salary  as  medical  officer.  The  matter  has  been  referred  to  a 
committee. 

Cricket. 

Metropolitan  College  of  Pharmacy  v.  Muter's  School  of 
Pharmacy. — This  annual  fixture  was  played  at  Shepherd's 
Bush,  W.,  on  June  20.  and  was  won  by  the  Metros  by 
10  wickets.  Muter's  were  all  disposed  of  for  8,  Sweetman 
doing  the  hat  trick  and  taking  six  wickets  for  two  runs. 
Metros  made  58,  and  Muter's  in  their  second  venture  scored 
52. 

Notts  Chemists  v.  Pinders'. — The  newly  formed  Notts 
Chemists'  Cricket  Club  (which  has  for  its  President  Mr. 
Thomas  Wilson,  Secretary  Mr.  H.  C.  Prince,  and  Treasurer 
Mr.  J.  A.  Brown)  played  a  match  on  Nottingham  Forest  on 
June  18  with  Pinders'  team,  when  the  chemists  were  easily 
beaten.  Pinders'  scored  179  for  two  wickets  and  then 
declared.  To  this  the  chemists  only  responded  with  a  total 
of  29,  T.  Attenboro  being  highest  scorer  with  7  runs  to  his 
credit.  On  batting  a  second  time  the  chemists  did  even 
worse  than  in  their  first  venture,  only  reaching  the  small 
total  of  21.  Up  to  the  present  the  chemists  have  played 
four  matches,  one  of  which  they  have  won  and  the  other 
three  lost. 

L  C.C.  Items. 

At  the  weekly  meeting  of  the  London  County  Council  on 
June  23  it  was  resolved,  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Building  Act  Committee,  on  the  further  application  of  Mr. 
A.  Oldcorn,  chemist,  to  permit  of  the  retention  of  three 
wood  and  glass  showcases  in  front  of  No.  1  Piccadilly  Circus, 
on  condition  that  they  be  removed  within  a  period  of  one 
year  from  February  1,  1903. 

It  was  resolved,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Establish- 
ment Committee,  that  Mr.  J.  H.  Coste,  of  the  Chemical 
Department,  who  is  in  the  lower  division  of  the  first  class,  be 
promoted  to  the  upper  division  of  that  class  at  the  com- 
mencing salary  of  245/.  a  year.

The  "Week's  Poisonings, 

Of  the  ten  poisonings  reported  during  the  past  week  only 
one  was  a  misadventure.  This  was  another  case  of  supposed 
nickel-carbonyl  poisoning  at  the  Mond  Nickel-works,  Cly- 
dach.  At  the  inquest,  Dr.  Carl  Langer  said  he  had  done  all 
that  was  possible  to  save  the  life  of  the  man,  having  brought 
four  doctors  and  a  chemist  from  London.  He  could  not 
conceive  how  deceased  came  under  the  influence  of  nickel- 
carbonyl,  which,  as  far  as  he  himself  knew,  was  an  unknown 
poison.  The  particular  decomposer  where  he  worked  had 
been  open  for  five  days,  and  there  was  no  possibility  of  any 
leakage.  Dr.  Jones  stated  that  in  November  and  December 
last  he  attended  thirteen  men  at  the  works,  two  of  whom 
died  from  symptoms  similar  to  those  in  the  present  case. 
The  jury  returned  a  verdict  that  death  was  due  to  poisoning 
contracted  at  the  Mond  Works,  but  they  could  not  agree 
that  the  poison  was  the  same  as  that  mentioned  in  previous 
fatalities.  They  added  a  rider,  hoping  the  management 
would  caution  new  hands  respecting  possible  poisoning  by 
gases.  Two  hydrochloric-acid  poisonings  occurred — one  at 
Smithills,  where  it  was  taken  by  a  mechanic's  apprentice 
named  Barnes,  and  the  other  at  Manchester,  where  a  deco- 
rator named  Jones  poisoned  himself  with  the  acid.  On  the 
day  the  inquest  on  the  latter  was  held,  three  persons  were 
summoned  before  the  Manchester  Magistrates — two  for 
attempting  to  poison  themselves  with  spirit  of  salt  and  one 
with  laudanum.  Laudanum  and  oxalic  acid  were  eacli  used 
in  two  cases.  The  oxalic  acid  was  taken  by  a  Newcastle 
jeweller,  John  Armstrong  Lamb,  and  by  a  Birmingham  cab- 
driver  named  Clark.  The  laudanum  cases  occurred  at 
Sheffield  and  at  Hull,  the  victims  being  a  Sheffield  joiner 
named  Burton  and  a  Hull  coachbuilder  named  Davidson.  A 
Birmingham  photographer,  Albert  James  Baker,  took  corro- 
sive sublimate,  and  a  Hornsey  dentist,  Eugene  Buck,  took 
cyanide  of  potassium.  A  widow  named  Susan  Allen,  whose 
mind  had  become  unhinged,  poisoned  herself  at  Cardiff  with 
red  precipitate,  which  (according  to  a  note  she  left  behind) 
she  purchased  "in  a  chemist's  shop  at  Stonehouse,  Ply- 
mouth."

At  the  Clonmel  Quarter  Sessions,  on  June  18,  before  his 
Honour  County  Court  Judge  Moore,  an  action  was  heard  in 
which  Messrs.  Clarke  &  Co.  sued  Mr.  E.  Tobin,  Clonmel,  to 
recover  11.  14s.  6d.  for  horse-medicines  supplied  by  plaintiffs 
to  the  defendant.  The  defences  were  that  the  amount 
supplied  was  excessive,  that  the  medicines  did  not  suit,  and 
that  defendant  was  prepared  to  give  them  back.  His  Honour 
dismissed  the  case. 

Advertising  Bovril. 

At  Dublin,  on  June  20,  a  unique  advertisement  was 
afforded  to  Bovril  (Limited)  by  the  appearance  in  the  river 
Liffey  of  an  acrobat,  who  performed  a  number  of  balancing- 
feats  on  a  tiny  raft  made  of  nine  bovril-tins  tied  together. 
One  of  the  feats  consisted  in  poising  a  huge  bottle  of 
bovril,  the  contents  of  which  he  sipped  from  time  to  time. 
Crowds  of  sightseers  thronged  the  quays  and  watched  with 
interest  the  movements  of  the  aquatic  performer. 

To  Pay  for  his  Holiday. 

Mr.  J.  Mason,  dispenser  to  the  Boyle  union  and  dispen- 
saries, at  a  salary  of  85/.  a  year,  applied  for  a  fortnight's 
leave  of  absence  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Guardians.  Several  Guardians  were  of  opinion  that  he 
should  pay  his  substitute,  Mr.  Kelly,  of  Dublin.  The  Clerk 
stated  that  heretofore  the  Guardians  paid  the  substitute, 
but  the  Board  now  decided  to  grant  the  leave  of  absence  on 
the  condition  that  Mr.  Mason  paid  his  substitute. 

The  Cod-liver  Oil  Difficulty. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Longford  Guardians  the  medical 
officer  wrote  stating  that  he  had  requisitioned  1  gal.  of  cod- 
liver  oil  from  the  contractor,  but  owing  to  his  failure  to 
supply  it  he  got  the  master  to  procure  it  elsewhere.  He  had 
written  to  the  contractor,  stating  that  he  would  be  charged 
for  the  difference  in  the  cost  of  the  article,  but  the  latter 
had  replied  that  he  was  unable  to  supply  cod-liver  oil,  owing 
to  the  scarcity  of  the  article,  and  he  would  not  be  responsible 
for  any  sum  the  master  had  paid  over  the  contract-price. 
An  order  was  made  to  deduct  the  amount  from  the  con- 
tractor's account.

The  Centenary  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy  at 
Montpellier  takes  place  on  June  27,  28,  and  29,  and  the 
Montpellier  Syndicate  of  Pharmacists  have  issued  invita- 
tions to  all  the  French  Societies  of  Pharmacy .j  ,  «~*r- 

The  Early-closing  Movement  is  usually  started  by 
assistants,  but  in  the  case  of  the  tenth  arrondissement  of 
Paris  it  is  the  masters  who  have  taken  the  initiative.  The 
Pharmacists'  Society  of  the  arrondissement  have  addressed  a 
circular  asking  each  member  to  sign  a  form  of  agreement  to 
close  at  9  p.m.  daily  (and  at  noon  on  Sundays  and  fete-days) 
until  October  15  next. 
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M.  Bourquelot  recently  addressed  to  the  Academy  of 
Sciences  a  paper  on  "  The  Mechanism  of  the  Assimilation  of 
Reserve  Carbohydrates  during  the  Germination  of  Plants." 
The  professor  of  galenics  at  the  Paris  School  of  Pharmacy 
has  long  been  investigating  the  chemical  transformations  by 
which  the  seed  develops  into  a  plant,  and  this  particular 
essay  represented  a  new  series  of  researches  with  the  corozo- 
nut  (vegetable  ivory). 

Paris  Society  op  Pharmacy. — At  the  June  meeting 
M.  Leger  gave  a  short  account  of  his  visit  to  London,  touching 
on  his  hearty  reception  at  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
dinner  and  his  visit  to  the  Society's  laboratories  and  collec- 
tions. At  the  same  gathering  the  felicitations  of  the  Society 
were  offered  to  M.  Eugene  Collin,  Han  bury  medallist.  MM. 
E.  Caventou,  J.  Chatin,  Haller,  and  Riche  were  proposed  as 
associate-members  of  the  Society. 

The  International  Pharmacopoeia. — Last  February 
the  Brussels  resolutions  were  handed  to  the  Academy  of 
Medicine  by  the  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs  for  examination 
and  report.  A  committee  of  the  Academy  has  had  three 
sittings  about  the  matter,  and  have  now  reported  that  the 
proposals  in  regard  to  the  standardisation  of  aconite,  nux 
vomica,  and  opium  should  be  well  considered  before 
adoption.  Otherwise  the  committee  agrees  with  the  six 
propositions  of  the  International  Committee,  and  the 
Academy  has  endorsed  the  report. 

The  Berlin  Congress. — I  have  had  a  chat  with  two 
French  delegates  who  recently  attended  the  International 
Congress  at  Berlin,  and  it  may  interest  English  chemists  to 
know  what  their  French  confreres  think  of  the  affair. 
Regarding  the  choice  of  Rome  as  the  next  meeting-place, 
one  of  them  said  to  me  :  "  The  Italians  have  been  attending 
our  congresses  for  a  long  time,  and  have  been  wanting  us  to 
go  to  Italy  for  many  years  In  fact,  if  it  had  not  been  for 
our  Paris  Exhibition,  I  believe  we  should  have  gone  to  Italy 
in  1900.  Now,  the  English  delegates  have,  as  a  rule,  been 
very  few  ;  in  1900,  notably,  there  were  scarcely  any.  They 
mustered  strongly  at  Berlin,  and,  as  you  see,  nearly  carried 
the  day  ;  the  Italians  had  only  twenty  of  a  majority.  I 
believe  we  Frenchmen  mostly  voted  for  Rome — not  that  we 
do  not  want  to  go  to  London  (England  is  more  interesting 
to  us  than  Italy,  perhaps,  both  as  chemists  and 
as  neighbours),  but  because  the  Italians  have 
asked  us  long  ago  and  waited  patiently.  But  tell 
your  London  friends  that  it  is  only  delayed, 
not  abandoned  ('que  ce  n'est  que  partie  remise')." 
Another  delegate  was  a  good  deal  struck  with  the  fact  of 
the  Reichstag? gebiiude  being  used  for  the  meeting.  "  They 
wouldn't  give  us  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  here,"  he  re- 
marked. "Nor  the  Houses  of  Parliament  when  you  go  to 
London,"  I  reassured  him.  "  And  where  are  you  going  to 
at  Rome  1 "  "  To  a  big  building  which  has  been  used  as  a 
picture-gallery  or  exhibition  of  some  kind,  I  believe.  Very 
appropriate,  isn't  it  ?  At  Berlin,  home  of  officialism,  the 
Reichstagsgebaude.  Italy,  home  of  art,  a  picture-gallery." 
"  Paris,  home  of  learning,  the  Sorbonne.  London,  home  of 
commerce — we  shall  see."  The  French  delegates  were 
charmed  with  the  reception  they  had  in  Berlin. 

M.  MoiSSAN,  the  Hofmann  medallist,  was  the  lion  of  the  hour 
at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Academy  of  Sciences.  He  gave  his 
colleagues  some  account  of  the  Congress.  Alluding  to  his 
lecture  at  the  tribune  of  the  Reichstagsgebaude,  illustrated  by 
experiments,  he  remarked  that  "  this  proved  that  if  chemists, 
as  taxpayers,  did  not  always  like  Parliaments  trying  experi- 
ments, they  (the  chemists)  willingly  consented  themselves  to 
try  experiments  in  Parliaments."  M.  Moissan  is  a  particularly 
neat  speaker,  as  anyone  who  has  heard  him  can  testify. 
His  position  at  Berlin  was  evidently  a  delicate  one,  demanding 
the  utmost  tact,  and  the  numerous  speeches  which  he  made 
endeared  him  to  delegates  from  every  country.  As  to  his 
scientific  contributions,  his  paper  on  the  Hydrides  has  already 
been  reported  in  the  C.  of  D.  In  the  electrochemical  section 
he  read  a  paper  on  metallic  carbides.  When  calcium  is 
prepared  by  electrolysis  of  the  iodide  or  chloride  with 
carbon  electrodes,  carbide  of  calcium  is  easily  obtained. 
He  described  experiments  which  indicate  that  the  point  of 
fusion  of  carbide  of  calcium  is  above  1800°  C.  It  is  therefore 
impossible  to  prepare  this  substance  by  the  interaction  of  lime 
and  coal  with  the  heat  of  an  oxygen  blowpipe.  Finally 
M.  Moissan  described  the  properties  of  carbides  of  cresium 
and  of  rubidium  which  he  has  just  obtained.

The  name  of  the  Agra  Medical  Hall  and  Co-operative  Asso- 
ciation (Limited),  has  been  changed  as  from  May  1,  1903,  to 
"  The  Agra  Co-operative  Stores  (Limited)." 

Messrs.  Thomson  &  Taylor,  of  Bombay,  have  opened 
new  pharmacy  in  Poona,  under  the  management  of  Mr. 
Robert  Dalton,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  who  is  well  known 
in  Poona.  The  pharmacy  is  at  the  junction  of  Civil  Lines 
with  the  Cantonment  in  Arsenal  Road,  and  is  handsomely 
fitted  up. 

Using  Poison  Carelessly. — At  Colombo,  Ceylon,  on 
May  22,  Edwin  Wijesinghe  was  fined  25r.  for  careless  use  of 
poisons.  The  accused  is  an  amateur  photographer,  and  used 
to  take  home  chemicals.  He  took  home  and  left  on  the  table 
a  bottle  containing  corrosive  sublimate,  and  his  sister,  instead 
of  using  spirit  of  camphor  from  another  phial  for  her  tooth- 
ache, used  the  corrosive  sublimate.  She  was  taken  seriously 
ill  and  had  to  be  removed  to  the  hospital.  The  correspondent 
who  sends  us  this  information  suggests  that  it  may  be 
interesting  to  Mr.  Alexander  Cross,  M.P.,  and  those  of  his 
thinking. 

Economic  Products  in  Travancore. — According  to  the 
annual  report  for  1902  of  the  Travancore  Forest  Department, 
results  in  regard  to  camphor-cultivation  have  been  far  from 
encouraging,  as  a  third  consignment  of  seeds  from  Japan 
have  failed  to  grow  ;  and  although  of  400  plants  purchased 
from  Ceylon  nearly  a  fourth  are  reported  to  be  thriving,  the 
modifying  statement  is  added  that  the  plants  are  inclined  to 
bush  instead  of  forming  clear  stems.  In  Travancore  the 
cardamom-industry  is  steadily  developing,  an  additional 
area  of  181  acres  having  been  registered  last  year,  raising 
the  total  under  cultivation  to  15,861  acres.  The  receipts 
from  cardamoms  rose  from  51,953r.  to  83,793r.  Manila, 
hemp,  and  teak  are  thriving,  but  rubber  is  a  failure  so  far. 

An  Electric  Installation. — Messrs.  W.  E.  Smith  &  Co., 
chemists  in  Madras,  have  recently  added  to  the  attractions 
of  their  finely  appointed  premises  in  the  Mount  Road  by  a 
complete  installation  of  electric  lighting.  This  includes  a 
4-kilowatt  generator  of  the  Electric  Construction  Com- 
pany, driven  by  a  6|-horse  power  horizontal  engine.  The 
large  showroom  is  lighted  by  two  1,000-candle  power  lamps — 
enclosed  Crompton-Pochin  arcs — while  two  other  arc  lamp* 
of  the  same  candle-power  are  placed  in  the  front  and  oneil 
the  west  side  of  the  premises.  The  dispensary,  consulting- 
rooms,  offices,  and  store-rooms  are  illuminated  by  in- 
candescent lamps,  each  of  32-candle  power. 

The  Tata  Research  Laboratory. — The  discussions  and 
negotiations  concerning  the  establishment  of  this  laboratory, 
which  have  already  occupied  over  four  years,  are  not  yet 
concluded.  It  appears  that  there  is  some  difference  of 
opinion  regarding  the  value  of  the  properties  proposed  to 
be  handed  over  by  Mr.  Tata,  and  much  delay  has  thus  been 
caused.  The  Government  of  India  now  profess  that  they 
are  willing,  in  addition  to  an  annual  grant  of  2,0001.  a  year, 
which  they  have  already  promised  to  contribute  for  a  period 
of  ten  years,  to  give  any  further  sums  that  may  be  required 
to  make  up,  together  with  the  Mysore  grant,  one-third  of 
the  current  expenditure  of  any  year,  subject  to  a  maximum 
of  5,000/.,  and  if,  as  now  understood,  the  Mysore  Durbar  are 
ready  to  raise  their  contribution  to  50,000r.  a  year  for  a 
peiiod  of  ten  years,  the  Government  are  prepared,  in  their 
turn,  to  sanction  a  similarly  increased  subsidy.  This  arrange- 
ment will  bring  up  the  income  of  the  institute  to  2,25, OOOr. 
(15,000/.),  a  sum  exceeding  by  1,000/.  the  highest  estimate 
at  any  time  framed  for  sanction  by  Sir  William  Ramsay. 
The  Government  of  India  are  further  willing  to  contribute 
the  sum  of  1,00, OOOr.  towards  the  construction  and  equip- 
ment of  the  necessary  building.  The  committee  will  then 
have  6  lakhs  at  their  disposal  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  an 
estimate  amounting  to  6|  lakhs,  some  of  the  items  in  which 
can  be  allowed  to  stand  over  until  further  funds  have  been 
collected  from  the  public  who  are  interested  in  the  success 
of  the  undertaking.  These  concessions  clear  the  ground  of 
all  financial  difficulties,  and  the  only  obstacle  that  now 
stands  in  the  way  of  early  legislation  is  the  delay  in 
ascertaining  the  value  of  properties  which  will  form  the 
corpus  of  the  endowment  of  the  institute.

5  Invoices  for  Rhodesia. — A  cablegram  has  been  received 
by  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce  from  the  Salisbury 
(Rhodesia)  Chamber,  stating  that  owing  to  the  new  Customs 
Convention  invoices  for  Rhodesia  must  be  made  out  in  the 
same  manner  as  is  demanded  by  the  Canadian  Government 
for  preferential  goods. 

"  The  Bottles  were  Similar." — On  May  26  the  wife  of 
a  railway  employe  at  Johannesburg  had  a  narrow  escape 
from  being  poisoned.  She  was  ill,  and  obtained  two  bottles, 
one  containing  a  poisonous  liniment.  The  bottles  were 
similar,  and  by  mistake  she  took  a  dose  of  the  liniment.  The 
doctor  fortunately  lived  near  at  hand,  and  the  emetic  which 
he  administered  had  satisfactory  results.

New  Laws. — Among  the  Bills  signed  by  Governor  Odell, 
of  New  York,  last  month,  was  one  making  it  a  misdemeanor 
to  distribute  samples  of  drugs  or  patent  medicines  in  such 
a  way  that  children  have  access  to  them,  and  another  pro- 
hibiting the  adulteration  of  foods,  confectioneries,  and  con- 
diments. 

Doctors  and  Antitoxin. — It  is  stated  that  between 
thirty  and  forty  warrants  were  issued  in  the  Court  of  Special 
Sessions,  New  York,  on  June  9,  'or  physicians  who  are  charged 
with  cheating  the  city  out  of  antitoxin  by  making  affidavits 
at  the  Department  of  Health  stations  that  the  serum  was  for 
a  poor  patient,  by  which  they  got  it  free.  Then  they  sold 
the  serum  at  $5  a  bottle  to  the  patients,  it  is  said. 

A  Cocaine  Law.— The  Bill  limiting  the  sale  of  cocaine 
in  Illinois  has  been  signed  by  the  Governor  of  the 
State  and  is  now  a  law.  The  law  prohibits  the  sale 
or  dispensing  of  cocaine  except  on  a  physician's  pre- 
scription. A  prescription  which  contains  cocaine  cannot 
be  repeated  under  any  circumstances,  the  law  providing 
that  it  can  be  dispensed  only  once.  An  important  feature 
of  the  law  is  the  fact  that  the  State  Board  of  Pharmacy 
is  in  control  of  prosecutions.  There  was  formerly  so  much 
red  tape  to  go  through,  and  it  was  so  difficult  to  get 
a  case  properly  pushed,  that  convictions  were  rare.  It  is 
not  long  since  there  were  a  large  number  of  arrests,  and  many 
druggists  were  indicted  by  the  grand  jury.  The  exposures 
made  at  that  time  were  largely  responsible  for  the  action  by 
the  legislators,  although  the  better  element  among  the 
retailers  had  been  trying  for  a  long  time  to  have  something 
done. 


To  License  Quacks.— A  Bill  has  been  introduced  into 
the  Senate,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Public  Health, 
which_  has  for  its  object  the  imposition  of  "  a  licence-tax 
upon  itinerant  vendors  of  drugs,  nostrums,  ointments,  or 
appliances  sold  for  the  cure  of  disease,  injuries,  or  deformi- 
ties "  in  the  State  of  California.  The  Bill  provides  for  an 
annual  licence-fee  of  #200,  to  be  levied  on  all  such  itinerant 
vendors  doing  business  in  the  State.  The  tax  is  to  be 
payable  to  the  State  Board  of  Pharmacy,  the  Board  issuing 
the  licences  and  collecting  the  taxes.  A  clause  is  inserted 
providing  for  the  exemption  of  manufacturing  pharmaceu- 
tical firms  selling  their  products  through  their  agents. 
"  Itinerant  vendors  "  within  the  meaning  of  the  Bill  include 
all  persons  carrying  on  the  business  described  by  passing 
from  house  to  house,  or  by  haranguing  the  people  in  the 
streets  or  in  public  places,  or  those  who  "use  the  various 
customary  devices  for  attracting  crowds,  and  therewith 
recommending  their  wares  and  offering  them  for  sale." 
Fines  of  #100  to  #250  are  prescribed  for  misdemeanants, 
with  the  alternative  of  fifty  to  120  days  in  gaol.

Proposed  Patent  Laws  in  Mexico.— A  Bill  has  been 
laid  before  the  Congress  of  Mexico  providing  that  trade- 
marks shall  be  registered  and  patents  for  inventions  granted 
without  previous  investigations  respecting  their  novelty  or 
originality.  Petitions  for  registrations  of  trade-marks  and 
applications  for  patent-rights  are  to  receive  prompt  attention, 
and  measures  shall  be  taken  to  effect  a  reduction  in  the 
charges  made  for  such  service.  A  special  code  of  penal  laws 
for  the  prevention  of  fraudulent  uses  of  trade-marks,  &c, 
and  violation  of  patent-rights  is  to  be  prepared. 

New  Tariff  of  Colombia. — By  the  new  Customs  tariff 
now  in  operation  in  Colombia,  drugs  and  medicines  of  all 
kinds,  with  a  few  exceptions,  are  taxed  at  #13.50  (#4.75 
gold)  per  kilo.  Other  products  dutiable  at  this  rate  include 
cinnamon,  mineral  wax  and  artificial  beeswax,  spermaceti, 
acetic  acid,  potash  chlorate,  saccharin,  cochineal,  Reuter's 
soap,  and  peptonic  wine.  Chemicals  such  as  saltpetre, 
sulphur,  sulphuric  acid,  bromine,  and  bromide  of  potassium 
and  soda,  bleaching-powder,  hyposulphite  of  soda,  soda 
carbonate,  and  caustic  soda  are  taxed  at  45c.  (16c.  gold) 
per  kilo. 

Alleged  Arsenical  Poisoning.  —  An  extraordinary 
murder  trial  opened  at  Allenstein,  East  Prussia,  on  June  19, 
the  wife  of  a  wealthy  landowner  named  Caroline  Prazgodda 
being  charged  with  poisoning  four  hundreds  and  with 
attempting  to  murder  a  fifth.  Her  first  husband,  died  in 
1888,  and  since  then  three  others  have  died  after  being 
married  to  her  two  years  each.  Her  fifth  husband  Adau 
Przygodda  became  suspicious  and  the  bodies  of  the  earlier 
husbands  were  exhumed.  On  an  analysis  being  made  of  the 
internal  organs  unmistakeable  traces  of  arsenic  were  found, 
while  evidence  was  given  showing  that  all  shared  similar 
symptoms  at  the  time  of  their  deaths. 

Japanese  Progress. — In  an  article  appearing  in  a  recent 
issue  of  the  Japan  Weekly  Chronicle  on  the  advance  of 
Japanese  industries,  it  is  stated  that  remarkable  progress  has 
been  made  of  recent  years  in  Japan  in  the  manufacture  of 
surgical  instruments,  the  importation  of  these  goods  being 
now  next  to  nothing.  The  value  of  the  surgical  instruments 
and  appliances  made  in  Tokyo  amounts  to  about  20,000  yen 
a  year.  The  manufacture  of  soaps  and  perfumery  had  its 
origin  in  the  Hygienic  Laboratory  of  the  Home  Department, 
where  the  art  of  making  soaps  and  perfumed  waters  was 
taught  in  the  first  year  ot  Meiji  (1868),  and  it  has  gradually 
developed.  The  principal  producing  districts  are  Osaka  and 
Tokyo.  The  annual  value  of  the  manufactured  soaps  in  these 
two  places  alone  is  300,000  yen.  The  principal  foreign 
markets  for  Japanese  soap  and  perfumery  are  China,  Korea, 
and  other  Oriental  countries.  The  value  of  soaps  exported  in 
1901  was  266,465  yen,  and  that  of  perfumed  waters 
43,340  yen.

Kemp.— On  June  21,  at  135  Great  Dover  Street,  London, 
S.E.,  the  wife  of  Leonard  John  Kemp,  chemist  and  druggist* 
of  a  daughter.

Mr.  Owbridge  had  been  in 
business  in  Hull  many  years,  in  his  earlier  life  carrying 


•jn  a  pharmacy  in  Porter  Street.  There  he  commenced  the 
manufacture  of  the  lung-tonic  which  was  to  bring  him 
fame  and  fortune.  With  the  rise  in  the  popularity  of  the 
tonic  came  Mr.  Owbridge's  chance,  and  by  dint  of  extensive 
and  successful  advertising  his  business  grew,  as  he  was  wont 
to  say,  from  making  the  tonic  by  the  half-gallon  until  it  now 
represents  thousands  of  bottles  per  day.  Some  time  ago  the 
business  was  formed  into  a  private  limited-liability  company, 
in  which  he  had  associated  with  him  Mr.  Percy  Owbridge 
and  his  son-in  law,  Mr.  Leonard.  Personally  Mr.  Owbridge 
was  one  of  the  most  genial  and  kind-hearted  of  men,  and 
was  universally  esteemed.  The  choice  of  him  to  fill  the 
office  of  Sheriff  of  Hull  in  1896  was  a  particularly  happy 
one.  The  ingratitude  of  public  life  was,  however,  strangely 
manifested  when,  in  1897,  in  the  contest  for  the  three  seats 
in  the  ne  wly  created  ward  of  Newland,  he  failed  to  be  elected 
by  only  fifteen  votes  A  correspondent,  writing  of  Mr. 
Owbridge,  says:  "For  a  successful  bu?iness-man,  Mr. 
Owbridge  was,  I  think,  the  most  shy  and  retiring  man  I  ever 
knew.    He  certainly  had  not  the  gift  of  ready  speech."

NORTH  BRITISH  BRANCH. 

AS  briefly  reported  in  our  last  issue,  the  Executive  met 
at  36  York  Place,  Edinburgh,  on  Thursday,  June  18, 
Mr.  Peter  Boa  presiding.  After  some  formal  business,  the 
Chairman  asked  the  opinion  of  the  meeting  as  to  the  re- 
sumption of  the  discussion  on  Mr.  Maben's  motion  about 

The  Preliminary  Examination. 

It  was  agreed  to  proceed  with  the  matter,  and  Mr.  J.  H. 
Fisher  (Dunfermline)  seconded  the  motion.  He  said 
there  was  only  one  point  which  Mr  Maben  had  not  alluded 
to — viz.,  the  loss  of  revenue  to  the  Society  through  not 
conducting  its  own  examinations.  He  understood  it  was 
something  like  2,000Z.  a  year. 

Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour  (Glasgow)  moved  the  previous  question 
As  to  the  loss  of  revenue,  he  said,  if  that  was  the  only  point 
detrimental  to  the  Society,  the  profession  would  suffer  it 
cheerfully  if  the  present  system  was  for  the  ultimate  good 
of  members.  He  did  not  think  Mr.  Maben's  proposal  would 
benefit  the  students.  The  Society  had  not  lost  control  of  the 
examinations.  Mr.  Maben  had  said  there  was  not  another 
body  of  the  same  kind  in  existence  which  did  not  conduct 
its  own  examinations,  but  he  pointed  to  the  General  Medical 
Council,  whose  position  was  precisely  what  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Council  occupied.  The  old  Preliminary  examination 
tied  the  students  down  to  the  profession  of  pharmacy.  It 
was  not  good  for  anything  else.  But  any  of  the  examinations 
now  recognised  enabled  a  man  to  go  to  another  profession  if 
he  chose  to  do  so.  Mr.  Gilmour  then  referred  to  the  proposed 
university  course,  emphasising  the  fact  that  a  Preliminary 
examination  conducted  by  the  Society  would  not  qualify 
students  to  enter  the  universities,  while  those  at  present  re- 
cognised do,  and  proceeded  to  touch  upon  the  apprentice 
difficulty,  saying  that  this  was  the  result  of  a  general  cause 
in  operation,  and  not  due  to  the  stiffening  of  the  Preliminary 
examination.  The  real  question,  he  said,  was  whether 
chemists  were  prepared  to  make  some  sacrifice  for  the 
ultimate  improvement  of  their  profession.  It  had  been  a 
great  reproach  to  chemists  that  they  were  not  so  well 
educated  as  they  should  be.  Some  people  told  them  that 
education  would  not  do  anything  for  them — that  they  should 
go  in  more  for  the  commercial  side  and  less  for  education. 
If  these  persons  did  all  in  their  power  to  improve  the  status 
of  the  chemist  and  druggist  by  developing  the  educational 
side  of  the  profession  and  combined  to  make  things  pleasant 
to  their  apprentices  and  assistants  and  make  the  calling  as 
attractive  as  possible  to  them,  they  would  overcome  many  of 
the  difficulties  they  had  to  face  at  present.  He  did  not 
think  they  were  going  the  right  way  about  it  by  putting 
back  the  clock.  When  he  considered  the  status  of  pharma- 
cists in  France,  Germany,  and  other  places  on  the  Continent, 
his  feeling  was  that  they  should  have  not  less  but  more 
education.  He  would  be  very  sorry  indeed  if  the  Society 
decided  to  resume  the  conduct  of  its  own  examinations  if 
that  meant,  as  it  seemed  to  him  it  meant,  that  the  standard 
was  to  be  lowered,  if  not  to  what  it  formerly  was,  at  any 
rate  to  a  level  not  far  above  it. 

Mr.  W.  Cummings  (Dundee)  seconded  Mr.  Gilmour's 
motion. 

There  was  no  further  discussion,  and  on  a  vote  being  taken 
the  previous  question  was  declared  carried  by  seven  votes  to 
six  for  the  resolution 

^The  Scrutineers'  Report. 

The  Assistant-Secretary  read  the[scrutineers'  report  of 
the  election  of  the  new  Executive,  which  was  to  be  sub- 
mitted at  the  annual  meeting.  The  meeting  of  the  new 
Executive  was  fixed  for  Friday,  June  26. 

This  was  all  the  business. 


ANNUAL  MEETING. 
At  a  Jew  minutes  past  11  the  annual  meeting  of  members  of 
the  Society  residing  in  Scotland  was  held  in  the  Board-room. 
Mr.  Boa  again  presided,  and  at  once  proceeded  to  submit 
his  annual  statement,  which  was  chiefly  a  review  of  the  work 


done  by  the  Branch  during  the  past  jear.  He  alluded  to 
the  Poisons  Committee's  inquiry,  and  the  work  which  had 
been  done  in  Scotland  following  upon  the  publication  of  the 
Committee's  report,  meetings  having  been  held  in  Inverness, 
Edinburgh,  Glasgow,  Aberdeen,  Dundee,  Dumfries,  and 
Greenock.  The  Executive  thought  that  such  meetings  might 
be  held  from  time  to  time.  Proceeding,  Mr.  Boa  remarked 
upon  the  sale  of  poisons,  and  the  position  of  chemists  and 
druggists  with  reference  to  this  important  part  of  their 
statutory  duties.  It  is  necessary,  he  said,  to  educate  public 
opinion  and  also  members  of  Parliament.  It  is  also  well 
that  they  should  carry  with  them  the  views  and  the  good 
will  of  the  medical  profession  as  far  as  they  could.  In 
Scotland,  fortunately,  they  had  at  all  times  had  the  good 
will  of  the  medical  profession  to  some  extent,  and  he  was 
rather  sorry  to  find  that  at  the  recent  meeting  of  the  General 
Medical  Council  some  objection  was  taken  to  the  Pharmacy 
Bill.  He  did  not  know  why  the  Council  had  not  had  the 
matter  represented  to  it  in  a  proper  way  by  their 
headquarters.  He  thought  a  copy  of  the  Bill  should  have 
been  sent  to  the  Chairman  with  some  explanations  in 
regard  to  the  matter.  (Applause.)  He  said  that  because, 
so  far  as  they  could  judge  from  what  took  place  at  the  General 
Medical  Council,  it  had  not  been  supplied  with  a  copy  of 
the  Bill  and  the  explanations.  It  was  just  possible  that  if 
the  proper  method  had  been  adopted,  the  General  Medical 
Council,  instead  of  expressing  dissatisfaction,  might  have 
expressed  an  opinion  favourable  to  the  passing  of  the 
Bill.  (Applause.)  Mr.  Boa  next  spoke  about  some  of  the 
business  that  the  Society  had  transacted  during  the  year,  and 
the  examinations,  stating  as  to  the  latter  that  the  number  of 
Minor  candidates  examined  in  Edinburgh  had  increased  by 
122,  but  the  successes  had  decreased  to  33  per  cent,  from 
41  per  cent,  five  years  ago.  He  also  touched  upon  the 
evening  meetings,  and  stated  that  the  Society's  membership 
in  Scotland  had  increased  from  597  in  1901-2  to  626  now. 
In  concluding,  Mr.  Boa  referred,  amidst  applause,  to  the 
election  of  Mr.  Atkins  as  President  of  the  Society.  He 
expressed  appreciation  of  the  good  work  done  on  the  Execu- 
tive by  Mr.  Claude  F.  Henry  who  has  retired,  and  intimated 
that  he  (Mr.  Boa)  wished  to  retire  from  the  chairmanship 
of  the  Executive. 

The  Report  of  the  Scrutineers. 

The  Assistant-Secretary  (Mr.  J.  R.  Hill)  submitted  the 
report  of  the  scrutineers  as  to  the  voting  for  the  new 
Executive.  Nomination-papers  had  been  issued  to  647 
members,  and  of  the  persons  nominated  as  a  result  twenty- 
eight  went  to  the  poll.  There  were  then  issued  626  voting- 
papers,  of  which  272  were  returned,  and  three  of  these  were 
informal.

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The  report  was  signed  by  Mr.  Peter  Boa  (Chairman),  Dr. 
George  Coull,  Mr.  Alex.  J.  Dey,  Mr.  J.  A.  Forret,  Mr.  R.  L. 
Hendry,  and  Mr.  John  Robertson.  Six  voting- papers  arrived 
too  late  to  be  included  in  the  enumeration. 

Mr.  David  McLaren  moved  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the 
scrutineers,  Mr.  Bowman  seconded,  and  the  motion  was 
adopted. 

The  Chairman  then  declared  that  the  eighteen  gentlemen 
with  the  highest  number  of  votes,  together  with  the 
President  (Mr.  S.  R.  Atkins),  the  Vice-President  (Mr.

He  referred 
to  Mr.  Boa's  great  interest  in  the  affairs  of  the  Society,  and 
trusted  they  would  be  able  still  to  retain  him  as  their  Chair- 
man. (Applause.)

IRafcnum. 


DESPITE  the  wet  evening  on  June  19,  the  lecture-theatre 
of  the  Royal  Institution  was  well  filled  on  the  occasion 
of  a  discourse  by  Professor  Pierre  Curie,  of  the  Sorbonne, 
Paris,  on  radium.  Sir  Wm.  Crookes  was  in  the  chair,  and 
when  he  entered  the  theatre  with  Mme.  Curie  there  was  an 
outburst  of  cheering  which  was  renewed  when  at  9  o'clock 
Professor  Curie  entered.  Lord  Kelvin,  Lord  Rayleigh,  Lord 
Avebury,  Sir  Oliver  Lodge,  Professor  Dewar,  Professor  Arm- 
strong, and  Professor  S.  P.  Thompson  were  seated  on  the 
front  benches. 

Professor  Curie,  who  spoke  in  French  without  notes, 
began  with  some  experiments  to  illustrate  the  properties  of 
radium.  Its  power  of  spontaneously  and  continuously  dis- 
engaging heat  was  shown  by  bringing  a  few  grams  of  the 
element  near  a  thermometer,  and  when  Professor  Dewar 
examined  the  instrument  he  testified  to  a  rise  in  temperature 
of  2  6°  C.  Radium  excites  luminosity  in  platinocyanide  of 
barium  much  in  the  same  way  as  the  x  rays,  the  power  being 
still  there  even  when  radium  is  cooled  to  the  temperature 
of  liquid  air.  Next  by  means  of  a  charged  electroscope  it 
was  shown  that  radium  renders  the  air  a  conductor  of 
electricity,  the  electroscope  being  at  once  discharged 
when  a  fragment  of  radium  was  brought  near  it. 
The  emanation  of  radium  possesses  the  same  properties 
as  the  element  itself  :  it  can  be  aspirated  through  a  tube, 
condensed  by  liquid  air,  and,  after  being  frozen  out  of  a 
vessel,  can  be  diffused  throughout  it  again  when  the  tem- 
perature is  allowed  to  rise.  These  phenomena  were  illustrated 
by  a  very  pretty  experiment,  in  which  a  vessel  containing  a 
weak  solution  of  radium  chloride  was  connected  by  a  tube  to 
another  vessel  containing  some  sulphide  of  zinc.  So  long  as 
the  stopcock  on  the  tube  connecting  the  two  vessels  was 
closed  the  sulphide  of  zinc  did  not  phosphoresce,  but  as  soon 
as  it  was  opened  the  luminous  effect  appeared.  Many  other 
experiments  were  shown,  a  very  interesting  one  going 
to  prove  that  heat  is  really  given  off  by  radium.  A  small 
piece  of  glass  was  lowered  into  a  carefully  isolated  vacuum- 
flask  containing  liquid  air,  and  the  amount  of  gas  that  boiled 
off  in  a  given  time  was  measured.  The  experiment  was  then 
repeated,  but  instead  of  the  plain  piece  of  glass  a  small 
vessel,  identical  in  size,  containing  radium,  was  substituted, 
with  the  result  that  in  :the  same  time  the  quantity  of  gas 
given  off  was  seen  to  be  more  than  doubled.  The  lecture 
concluded  with  references  to  other  properties  of  radium  :  it 
will  discolour  paper,  give  glass  an  abiding  violet  tint,  turn 
oxygen  into  ozone,  yellow  phosphorus  into  the  red  variety, 
and  mercury  perchloride  into  calomel.  A  few  words  were 
said  about  the  spectrum  of  radium  and  the  effect  of  the 
emanations  on  the  skin.  Cheer  after  cheer  was  given  at  the 
finish  of  the  discourse,  and  the  managers  crowded  round  the 
professor,  each  eager  to  be  the  first  to  shake  the  hand  of  the 
distinguished  Frenchman.

IRopal  Society  Gonversastone. 


THE  second  of  the  two  conversaziones  held  during  the  year 
by  the  Royal  Society,  and  the  one  to  which  ladies  are 
admitted,  was  held  on  June  19.  Despite  the  wet  and  cold 
evening  the  attendance  was  above  the  average.  The 
exhibits,  which  are  a  feature  of  these  gatherings,  included 
many  of  those  shown  on  May  15  (G  %  D.,  May  23, 
page  817).  The  following  were  the  principal  novelties.  Sir 
Wm.  Crookes  showed  experiments  to  illustrate  the  properties 
of  the  emanations  of  radium,  and  Mr.  Henry  Crookes  had  an 
exhibit  of  the  effect  radium  emanations  have  on  bacteria. 
Various  cultures  of  bacteria  were  exposed  to  the  action  of 
10  milligrams  of  bromide  of  radium,  through  a  mica  screen, 
at  about  1  inch  distance  from  the  surface  of  the  plate.  After 
having  been  subjected  to  the  action  of  the  radium  emana- 
tions— "  electrons  "  in  these  cases — the  plates  were  incubated 
for  twenty-four,  forty-eight,  or  more  hours.  In  every  case  it 
was  found  that  the  microbes  were  killed  where  they  had 
been  exposed  to  the  radium,  so  that,  on  incubation,  a  bare 
space,  free  from  bacterial  growth,  was  left  on  the  plate 
opposite  the  point  where  the  radium  had  been  placed.  The 
bacteria  experimented  with  were  B,  liquefaoiens,  B.  coli 
communis,  and  B,  prodigiosus,  these  being  exposed  to  from 
sixteen  to  twenty-four  hours.  The  experiments  are  being 
continued  to  find  out  the  minimum  time  required  for  radium 
to  act  as  a  bactericide.  Near  this  exhibit  Mr.  T.  A.  Common 
was  showing  a  collimating  gun-sight  in  which  a  radium 
screen  was  used  for  sighting  at  night.  Sir  Oliver  Lodge  and 
Dr.  Alexander  Muirhead  had  a  new  "  coherer "  for  use  in 
wireless  telegraphy.  A  steel  wheel  rotates  so  that  its  edge 
touches  a  pool  of  mercury  through  a  film  of  oil.  This  is  the 
coherer,  and  its  decoherence  is  automatic.  A  fraction  of  a 
volt  is  used  in  the  detecting-circuit,  which  works  a  syphon 
recorder  as  the  receiving-instrument.  An  interesting  and 
somewhat  topical  exhibit  was  one  by  Dr.  O.  J.  Silberrad, 
showing  the  effect  of  lyddite  explosions.  Dr.  W.  Ramsden 
was  conducting  experiments  to  demonstrate  the  presence 
and  spontaneous  formation  of  solid  or  highly  viscous  mem- 
branes upon  the  free  surfaces  of  all  limpid  solutions  which 
are  capable  of  forming  persistent  bubbles,  and  at  the  sur- 
faces of  separation  of  many  pairs  of  liquids  which  form 
persistent  emulsions.  They  were  intended  to  illustrate  a 
theory  that  the  persistance  of  bubbles  and  emulsions  is  due 
mainly  to  the  separation  of  solid  or  highly  viscous  matter  at 
the  surfaces  concerned. 

We  also  noticed  a  new  turbidimeter,  for  determining  the 
turbidity  of  water,  which  water-anslysts  will  find  useful. 
The  instrument  consists  of  two  parallel  tubes,  one  of  which, 
of  a  standard  length,  closed  at  the  ends  by  plates  of  glass, 
contains  the  water  to  be  examined,  and  the  other  a  Nicol 
prism.  These  two  sources  of  light  are  examined  through  an 
eyepiece  containing  another  Nicol  prism,  and  by  employing 
a  rectangular  prism  between  the  eyepiece  and  the  two  tubes 
the  field  of  view  is  seen  neatly  dechroitomised,  one  half 
being  illuminated  by  light  coming  through  the  tube  con- 
taining the  water  under  examination,  whilst  the  other  half 
receives  light  from  the  tube  containing  the  Nicol  prism. 
By  rotating  the  eyepiece  the  illumination  of  the  latter  half 
of  the  field,  seeing  that  the  light  has  already  passed  through 
a  Nicol  prism,  can  be  varied  until  it  matches  the  half 
receiving  the  light  through  the  standard  thickness  of  water 
under  examination.  The  amount  of  turbidity  of  the  water 
can  be  read  off  to  a  rational  scale,  in  which  "  I  "  represents 
perfect  transparency,  and  "  O  "  total  obscuration. 

Professor  W.  J.  Sollas  showed  a  method  for  the  rapid 
determination  of  the  sp.  gr.  of  blood,  only  a  single  drop  of 
blood  being  used  in  the  process.  A  fluid  heavier  than  blood 
(chloroform  and  benzole,  sp.  gr.  107),  and  another  lighter 
(benzole  and  chloroform,  sp.  gr.  1  04)  are  introduced  into  a 
tube,  the  two  fluids  mix  by  diffusion  so  as  to  produce  a 
column  in  which  the  sp.  gr.  varies  continuously  from  a 
higher  to  a  lower  value  upwards.  A  drop  of  blood  obtained 
from  a  pin-prick  is  then  added,  and  sinks  in  the  column  till 
it  reaches  a  level  where  the  sp.  gr.  is  identical  with  its  own. 
Two  glass  floats  of  known  sp.  gr.  are  now  introduced,  one  of 
higher  and  the  other  of  lower  sp.  gr.  than  the  blood.  The 
distances  of  these,  when  floating  in  the  column,  from  the 
drop  of  blood  are  proportional  to  the  difference  in  sp.  gr. 
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Hssodaticm  Hffairs.

Forfarshire  Chemists'  Association. 

The  annual  meeting  was  held  in  the  Crown  Hotel,  Brechin, 
on  June  17,  Mr.  A.  B.  Anderson  (President)  in  the  chair. 
There  were  present  Messrs.  C.  Kerr,  J.  Gray,  J.  L.  Doig, 
J.  Russell,  J.  W.  Russell,  C.  Cummings,  and  W.  Cummings 
(Dundee),  W.  Park  and  E.  Fleming  (Broughty  Ferry), 
A.  Naysmith  and  J.  Robertson  (Arbroath),  J.  H.  Thomson 
(Locb.ee),  T  Harley  (Perth),  W.  M.  Ferrier,  J.  Ferrier,  and 
J.  Hutton  (Brechin).  A  number  of  apologies  for  absence 
were  intimated. 

President's  Address. 

The  Chairman  said  their  meetings  had  been  fewer  than 
usual  during  the  past  year,  which  might  be  accounted  for  by 
the  need  for  a  rest  after  the  exhausting  work  of  the  Con- 
ference. The  Association  had  made  one  new  departure  in 
sending  a  delegate  to  the  P.A.T.A.  Convention  in  London. 
Notwithstanding  the  undoubted  success  of  that  meeting, 
the  unpalatable  fact  remains  that  many  of  the  more  popular 
proprietaries  have  not  yet  been  added  to  the  P.A.T.A.  list. 
In  March  Mr.  Rutherford  Hill  convened  a  meeting  of  chemists 
in  the  district  to  discuss  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Poisons.  In  this  connection  Mr.  Anderson  congratulated 
the  Pharmaceutical  Council  on  the  decision  in  the  Bally- 
kinrain  ant-killer  case.  He  also  expressed  appreciation  of 
the  ability  displayed  by  Mr.  Glyn- Jones  in  the  complex 
questions  of  the  Medicine-stamp  Acts.  He  then  stated  that 
for  the  memorial  of  Don,  the  Forfar  botanist,  801.  has  been 
subscribed,  and  it  is  hoped  that  by  the  time  of  the  next 
annual  meeting  the  members  would  meet  at  Forfar  and  see 
the  memorial. 

Mr.  Wm.  Cummings  presented  the  financial  statement, 
which  showed  a  balance  in  hand  of  over  51.  The  member- 
ship continues  to  be  well  maintained. 

Elections. 

Mr.  Wm.  Park  was  elected  President  and  Mr.  J.  H.  Thom- 
son Vice-President  for  the  current  year,  Mr.  Wm.  Cummings 
being  re-elected  Secretary.  Mr.  John  Gray  moved  the 
reappointment  of  the  committee,  with  the  addition  of  Messrs. 
J.  Greig  and  C.  Young,  of  Dundee.  The  following  were 
appointed  delegates  to  the  BP.  Conference  at  Bristol: 
Messrs.  A.  B.  Anderson,  C.  Kerr,  J.  Russell,  J.  H.  Thomson, 
A.  Naysmith,  and  W.  Cummings! 

The  P.A.T.A. 

A  circular  from  the  Secretary  of  the  P.A.T.A.,  inviting 
assistance  to  add  to  its  membership,  was  read.  Mr.  J.  Gray 
thought  all  the  members  were  subscribers — certainly  they 
ought  to  be. 

Mr.  W.  Cummings  said  there  were  only  ten  subscribers  in 
Dundee.  Many  considered  the  annual  subscription  too  high. 
In  the  present  deplorable  condition  of  the  drug-trade  it 
would  be  much  easier  to  get  subscriptions  of  2s.  6d. 
Besides,  it  was  said  that  the  average  chemist  did  not  derive 
the  benefit  from  the  P.A.T.A.  that  was  imagined.  The 
public  has  grown  accustomed  to  buy  proprietaries  at  drug- 
stores, and  continues  to  do  so,  though  the  prices  are  every- 
where the  same.    A  graduated  subscription  is  required,  so 


that  those  who  get  the  greatest  benefit  should  pay  more  in 
proportion. 

Mr.  Kerr  said  they  had  not  yet  a  report  from  their 
delegate  to  the  Congress. 

Mr.  James  Russell  said  it  was  a  well-managed  affair. 
The  delegates  were  so  numerous  that  it  was  necessary  to 
arrange  the  business  beforehand,  and  that  was  the  reason  he 
did  not  intrude  in  the  discussions,  but  he  followed  them 
with  the  greatest  interest.  Its  success  was  due  to  one  man 
— Mr.  Glyn-Jones. 

After  some  further  conversation  the  subject  dropped. 

Two  letters  having  been  read,  Mr.  Kerb  said  they  would 
have  noticed  that  a  vacancy  had  occurred  in

by  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Savory.  He  thought  they  would 
join  with  him  in  the  hope  that  Mr.  Carrie,  of  Glasgow,  will 
be  invited  to  fill  the  vacancy.  (Applause.) 

This  was  all  the  business,  and  the  meeting  was  closed  by 
Mr.  Hutton  moving  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  A.  B  Anderson 
for  his  services  as  President  during  the  past  year. 

Annual  Dinner. 
Thereafter  the  company,  having  rejoined  their  lady 
friends,  sat  down  to  dinner,  Mr.  Taylor  (B.  W.  &  Co.)  and 
Mr.  Shearer  (Hearon,  Squire  &  Francis)  being  also  present. 
Mr.  Ferrier  and  Mr.  Hutton,  who  had  invited  the  party  to 
Brechin,  acted  as  chairman  and  croupier  respectively.  The 
dinner  was  one  of  the  best,  and  was  followed  by  a  short 
toast-list.  "Carriages  waiting"  was  shortly  announced,  and 
soon  the  company  were  enjoying  the  famous  drive  to  Edzell 
Castle  and  Gannochy  Bridge.  Tea  was  waiting  on  return, 
and  an  hour  later  the  carriages  took  the  visitors  to  the 
railway-station,  where  farewells  were  said  to  their  kind 
entertainers— Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ferrier,  Mr.  Ferrier,  jun.,  and 
Miss  Ferrier,  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hutton. 


Edinburgh  Chemists',  Assistants',  and 
Apprentices'  Association. 

The  second  botanical  excursion  of  the  summer  session  took 
place  on  June  19,  when  over  a  dozen  members  travelled  by 
the  6.15  train  from  West  Princes  Street  station  to  Currie, 
and  reached  the  Poet's  Well  or  Jamie  Thomson's  Helicon  (on 
the  small  stream  running  into  the  Water  of  Leith)  at  7  A.M. 
The  weather  was  highly  favourable,  and  about  three-quarters 
of  an  hour  was  spent  botanising  up  the  beautiful  little  dell 
past  the  well  and  as  far  as  the  poet's  bower.  The  flora 
resembles  that  of  Colinton  Dell,  but  in  addition  to  the 
plants  gathered  there  the  company  collected  Barbarea 
vulgaris,  Lychnis  vespertina,  Arenaria  trinervis,  Stellaria 
glauoa,  Oxalis  acetosella,  Lotus  major,  very  fine  specimens  of 
Geum  urbanum  and  6f.  rivale,  with  67.  intermedium  in  all 
varieties  of  hybridisation  between  the  two  parent  plants, 
Ribes  grossularia,  with  wart-like  swellings  on  the  stem  and 
branches  apparently  caused  by  a  parasitic  fungus,  Saxi- 
fraga  umbrosa  and  S.  granulata,  Campanula  latifolia, 
which  were  abundant,  but  not  in  flower.  Several  plants 
of  Lychnis  diuma  were  also  gathered  with  hermaphrodite 
flowers.  Scilla  nutans  was  abundant.  The  company  then 
climbed  the  steep  bank  of  the  stream  to  the  path  and 
returned  to  Juniper  Green  station,  where,  after  an  exciting 
sprint  for  a  few  hundred  yards,  and  through  the  kindness  of 
the  driver  and  guard,  the  company  succeeded  in  catching 
the  8.5  A.M.  train  back  to  town.  Arrived  at  the  Caledonian 
Station  a  vote  of  thanks  was,  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Archibald 
Currie  (President),  awarded  to  Mr.  Rutherford  Hill,  who 
had  conducted  the  excursion. 


London  Chemists'  Association. 

The  second  annual  general  meeting  of  this  Association  was 
held  at  the  Holborn  Viaduct  Hotel  on  June  24,  Mr.  T.  H.  W. 
Idris,  J. P.,  L.C.C.  (President),  in  the  chair.  About  two  dozen 
members  were  present,  and  Mr.  R.  H.  Jones  (Hon.  Secretary) 
first  read  the 

Report  of  the  General  Purposes  Committee. 

This  dealt  with  the  progress  of  the  Association  during  the 
past  session,  and,  amongst  other  things,  it  was  stated  that 
the  membership  of  the  Association  was  now  202,  an  increase 
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of  120  as  compared  with  the  last  year.  Besides  the  number 
given,  sixty-two  others  had  been  nominated  and  duly  elected, 
but  had  not  yet  paid  their  subscriptions.  The  General  Pur- 
poses Committee  had  met  five  times  during  the  year,  and  the 
South  London  Local  Committee  had  held  three  meetings, 
and  sent  a  deputation  (unsuccessful  as  far  as  the  attainment 
of  its  object  was  concerned)  to  Mr.  J.  Bailey,  M.P.  The 
phenomenal  development  of  the  North  London  branch  was 
touched  upon,  and  praise  bestowed  upon  Mr.  R.  B.  Betty,  the 
Local  Secretary.  The  membership  of  that  branch  alone 
stands  at  120.  The  establishment  of  branches  at  Gravesend 
and  Richmond  was  alluded  to,  and  the  financial  statement 
showed  that  the  Association  is  in  a  sound  and  prosperous 
condition,  there  being  a  balance  of  18/.  9s.  6d.  to  be  carried 
forward. 

The  President,  commenting  on  the  report,  said  that,  after 
the  paper  read  by  him  at  a  meeting  of  the  North  London 
branch  on  the  report  of  the  Poisons  Committee  (see  C.  $?  D., 
April  4,  page  545),  a  friend  of  his,  who  is  a  member  of  Par- 
liament, wrote  for  some  further  particulars  as  to  the  articles 
that  might  be  employed  as  sheep-dips.  A  Parliamentary 
Committee  had  been  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  question 
of  compulsory  sheep-dipping  for  sheep-scab,  and  this  member 
(in  consequence  of  Mr.  Idris's  remarks)  pointed  out  to  Mr. 
Hanbury  (then  Minister  of  Agriculture)  the  ludicrous  position 
of  a  committee  discussing  compulsory  dipping  without  an 
idea  of  what  was  best  to  dip  with.  The  anomaly  of  the 
position  was  realised,  the  first  committee  was  withdrawn, 
and  another  substituted  to  consider  what  were  the  best 
means  of  dipping  to  be  employed.  He  thought  the  discus- 
sions they  had  had  on  the  various  pharmaceutical  topics  had 
already  done  much  good  in  educating  M.P.s  (Mr.  Marshall 
Hall  notwithstanding)  and  the  public.  Even  the  legal  pro- 
fession are  now  beginning  to  realise  what  would  happen  if 
any  seven  gentlemen  banded  themselves  together  and  carried 
on  businesses  which  only  specially  qualified  men  could 
properly  conduct.  He  congratulated  chemists  on  the  more 
general  tendency  that  was  becoming  evident  amongst  them 
of  increased  activity  and  federation.  By  concerted  action 
they  could  continue  the  education  of  the  public  and  regain 
the  rights  to  which  they  were  justly  entitled.  (Hear,  hear, 
and  applause.) 

The  report  was  unanimously  adopted,  and  Messrs.  Camp- 
bell, Cracknell,  Glyn-Jones,  Pentney,  Pond.  Watson-Will, 
Bromley,  Holding,  and  Palmer  were  elected  to  form  the 
new  committee. 

Territorial  Representation. 

Mr.  W.  M.  Campbell  then  introduced  this  subject,  of 
which  he  had  given  notice.  In  order  to  increase  the  utility 
and  prestige  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  he  suggested 
that  the  first  thing  to  be  done  was  to  make  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Council  more  representative  by  means  of  some 
scheme  of  territorial  representation.  He  admitted  that  it 
would  be  difficult  to  carry  such  a  scheme  to  a  successful 
issue,  but  submitted  a  few  proposals  for  consideration. 
Glancing  retrospectively  at  the  composition  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Council  for  the  past  twenty  years,  he  found  that  it 
had  been  composed  of  only  fifty  persons,  of  whom  twenty- 
one  are  our  present  councillors.  Of  that  fifty  London  has 
supplied  seventeen,  and  has  at  present  nine  representatives. 
Scotland  has  sent  six  representatives,  having  for  two  years 
(1890-1891)  three  representatives,  but  from  1900  it  has  been 
represented  by  one  member  only.  The  kingdom  of  Wales 
has  during  those  twenty  years  had  only  two  representatives, 
and  at  present  has  nobody  to  voice  its  grievances.  The 
Eastern  counties  (Essex,  Norfolk,  Suffolk,  Cambridge,  Hert- 
ford, and  Bedfordshire)  during  that  period  have  had  two 
representatives,  and  at  present  have  but  one,  and  in  justice  to 
Mr.  Campkin,  had  territorial  representation  been  in  existence 
he  would  long  ago  have  been  one  of  the  Council,  but  without 
it  he  has  no  chance.  The  Southern  counties  (Kent,  Surrey, 
Sussex,  Hants,  Berks,  and  Bucks)  have  had  four  representa- 
tives during  these  twenty  years,  but  at  present  have  none. 
The  Western  counties  (Cornwall,  Devon,  Somerset,  Gloucester, 
Wilts,  and  Dorsetshire)  have  had  three  representatives,  and 
at  present  have  two.  The  Northern  counties  (Northumber- 
land, Cumberland,  Westmoreland,  Durham,  Lancashire,  and 
Cheshire)  have  had  eleven  representatives  during  the  past 
twenty  years,  and  at  present  have  five,  four  of  whom  are 
from  Lancashire.    The  Midland  counties  (Yorkshire,  Lincoln- 


shire, Worcester  and  Warwick,  &c.)  have  had  five  members, 
and  at  present  have  three.  In  his  (Mr.  Campbell's)  scheme 
of  redistribution  of  seats,  he  would  have  Scotland  with  four 
seats,  Wales  two,  Southern  counties  two,  London  (a  ten-mile 
radius  from  Charing  Cross)  four,  Western  counties  two, 
Northern  counties  three,  Midland  counties  two,  and  Eastern 
counties  two.  The  general  apathy  of  members  of  the 
Society  towards  their  representatives  is  shown  in  the 
great  number  who  abstain  from  voting.  In  1884  only 
1,287  out  of  3,672  members  vote  3;  in  1885  1,199  out  of 
about  the  same  number  ;  in  1891  1,226  out  of  3,444 ;  in  1890 
2,478  out  of  3,376  ;  and  last  year  2,573  out  of  5,448.  In 
1892  there  was  no  contest,  and  only  in  six  years  out  of  the 
twenty  has  there  been  more  than  four  candidates  beyond 
the  number  required.  Each  district  would  have  the  right 
of  electing  as  its  representative  whomsoever  it  chose,  he 
thought,  its  member  need  not  be  a  chemist  residing  in  its 
own  district ;  for  instance,  Wales  might  be  represented  by 
Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  of  London. 

Mr.  R.  Willson  agreed  with  Mr.  Campbell  that  the  record 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  was  not  all  that  it  ought  to 
be,  and  thought  agricultural  chemists  should  be  better 
represented. 

Mr.  G.  P.  Pond  also  favoured  the  idea  as  beiDg  capable  of 
bringing  more  members  and  greater  interest  to  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society. 

Mr.  R.  Feaver  Clarke  reminded  the  meeting  that  a 
paper  on  the  subject  was  to  be  read  by  Mr.  Tocher  at 
Federation  meeting  at  Bristol  in  July,  and  thought  matters 
should  be  left  until  the  subject  had  been  discussed  by  the 
Federation. 

Mr.  P.  H.  Burton  thought  so  too,  but  was  inclined  to 
imagine  that  instead  of  creating  jmore  interest  in  the  Society, 
territorial  representation  would  have  an  opposite  effect.  A 
member  for  a  district  would  naturally  be  elected  by  the 
more  influential  chemists  of  the  particular  district,  and  the 
rank  and  file  would  pay  as  little  attention  as  hitherto.  If 
the  Pharmaceutical  Council  (emulating  the  House  of  Com- 
mons) could  produce  an  Opposition,  he  agreed  there  would 
then  be  more  zest  in  the  elections.  He  thought  a  definite 
resolution  on  the  matter  should  be  postponed  until  Mr. 
Tocher's  paper  was  seen. 

Mr.  C.  J.  G.  Bunker  thought  perhaps  a  friendly  rivalry 
might  be  induced  between  rival  local  Associations  at  election 
times,  but  whether  that  would  do  any  good  or  not  was 
questionable.  With  territorial  representation  they  would 
certainly  stind  a  chance  of  getting  far  better  men  to  come 
forward  and  represent  them.  He  suggested  that  the  Asso- 
ciation's delegates  to  the  Conference  should  have  some 
expression  of  opinion  given  them  as  to  what  the  Association 
thought  on  the  matter. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Pentney  said  the  Scotch  question  seemed  to  be 
bubbling  up  all  through  this  discussion  of  territorial  repre- 
sentation. His  opinion  was  that  if  Scotland  was  anxious  to 
get  more  representatives  on  the  Council  why  did  it  not  elect 
them  1    He  believed  more  in  men  than  in  territories. 

Mr.  Watson-Will  said  if  the  representation  was  to  be 
decided  by  population  and  not  territory,  Scotland  would  be 
out  of  it.  In  his  opinion  the  Scotch  members  (by  their  dis- 
sensions) were  themselves  to  blame  for  having  only  one 
representative. 

It  was  generally  agreed  that  the  question  be  left  until 
after  the  discussion  at  Bristol. 

The  "  Fraud  of  the  Label." 

Mr.  J.  C.  Pentney  moved — 

That  this  Association  protests  against  the  unfair,  unscrupulous, 
and  scurrilous  attacks  made  by  the  Daily  Mail  in  its  issue  of 
April  9  upon  our  honourable  profession,  a.id  considers  the  action 
of  the  editors  of  that  paper,  in  refusing  to  insert  letters  refutirjg 
the  untruthful  statements,  to  be  un-English  and  unworthy  of  a 
so-diilled  free  and  independent  Press . 

In~submitting  his  motion  Mr.  Pentney  recalled  the  circum- 
stances dealt  with  in  our  issues  of  April  11  and  after.  It 
was  plain,  he  said,  that  the  articles  in  question  had  been 
written  by  someone  interested,  and  he  condemned  the  con- 
ductors of  the  paper  for  the  misleading  statements  contained 
in  the  article,  by  means  of  which  they  were  "defrauding 
their  readers  of  the  truth.''  He  was  prepared  to  challenge 
the  Daily  Mail  on  the  subject,  and  would  be  willing  to  pay 
51.  to  any  hospital  in  Londo  n  if  they  could  prove  their  case, 
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on  condition  that  they  would  pay  a  similar  sum  if  they  did 
not  prove  it.  ("  Hear,  hear,"  and  applause.)  As  an  example 
of  a  wicked  "  fraud  of  the  label,"  he  pointed  out  an  adver- 
tisement of  a  certain  article  which  would  "  cure  consump- 
tion, paralysis,  and  all  other  diseases  that  flesh  is  heir  to." 
He  was  of  opinion  that  the  matter  should  be  strongly  taken 
up  by  the  Association. 

Mr.  Campbell  seconded.  The  Association,  he  said,  should 
stand  upon  its  merits  and  back  up  Mr.  Pentney  in  his 
challenge. 

Mr.  R.  B.  Betty  inquired  as  to  whom  the  resolution 
would  be  sent. 

Mr.  Pentney  thought  it  should  be  forwarded  to  the  Daily 
Mail  and  any  other  papers  in  which  similar  articles  had 
appeared. 

Mr.  R.  H.  Jones  thought  such  a  procedure  would  do  no 
good.  It  would  be  wasted  warmth,  in  his  estimation.  He 
read  extracts  from  various  papers  and  alluded  to  the  ad- 
vertisements for  various  remedies  professing  to  cure  incur- 
able maladies.  The  Association,  he  thought,  should  not 
only  express  disgust  at  such  advertisements,  but  should  try 
to  get  the  General  Medical  Council  and  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  to  take  note  of  them.  They  were,  he  contended,  fit 
subjects  for  the  attention  of  the  Public  Prosecutor. 

After  considerable  discussion,  Mr.  Pentney's  motion  was 
agreed  to  with  one  dissentient,  and  on  the  motion  of  Mr. 
Pond  it  was  also  resolved — 

That  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  communicate  with  the 
General  Medical  Council  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Council,  and 
place  before  them  advertisements  in  respect  to  cures  of  incurable 
diseases,  with  a  view  to  urging  those  bodies  to  instigate  action  in 
these  cases  by  the  Public  Prosecutor. 

This  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Burton,  and  unanimously 
agreed  to,  the  President  giving  an  instance  of  "  substitu- 
tion "  that  came  under  his  notice  a  few  days  before.  He 
went  into  a  chemist's  shop  for  an  electric  torch  at  5s.  The 
chemist  recommended  one  just  as  good  at  Is.  6d.  He  took 
it,  and  found  it  as  stated.  Surely  such  a  sale  was  quite  as 
much  in  the  interest  of  the  customer  as  of  the  chemist,  and 
if  these  unfair  statements  that  have  been  published  were 
fairly  investigated  he  was  quite  certain  that  it  would  be 
found  that  every  "  substitution  "  so  called  was  entirely  in  the 
interests  of  the  customer  just  as  much  as  his  purchase. 
(Hear,  hear.) 

Federation. 
Mr.  G.  P.  Pond  submitted  a  resolution  : — 
That  a  committee  be  formed  to  promote  the  Federation  of 
Chemists'  Associations  in  and  within  fifty  miles  of  London. 

He  gave  his  scheme  in- detail,  the  points  of  which  were 
condensed  in  the  C.  $  D.,  June  6,  page  915,  urging  that  by 
means  of  it  a  "  consolidation  into  a  combination  of  united 
interests"  would  be  formed,  which  would  influence  public 
opinion  and  quicken  Parliament  into  activity. 

On  the  proposal  of  Mr.  Pentney,  the  matter  was  referred 
back  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Mr.  Pentney  moved : 

That  a  representative  committee  be  formed  for  the  considera- 
tion of  the  Pharmacy  Act  Amendment  Bill. 

Although  the  Bill  would  not  pass  this  session,  and  probably 
an  antagonistic  Bill  would  be  brought  forward,  he  thought 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  should  be  in  the  possession  of 
the  views  of  as  many  chemists  as  possible,  in  order  that 
they  might  know  what  was  wanted  in  connection  with  that 
measure.  There  was  great  difference  of  opinion  among 
chemists  regarding  the  Bill,  and  he  thought  opinion  should  be 
crystallised.  A  meeting  of  chemists  (from  the  country  as 
well  as  the  metropolis)  should  be  held,  and  should  put  their 
decision  before  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  for  the  Council's 
guidance. 

.  Mr.  Burton  seconded  the  motion  as  it  stood,  but  objected 
to  binding  down  the  committee  to  any  particular  course  of 
action.  Some  confidence  should  be  placed  in  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Council  to  do  as  they  thought  best  in  the  matter. 
In  all  probability  the  Society  would  call  together  a  meeting 
of  its  members  to  discuss  the  matter. 

The  motion  was  ultimately  agreed  to,  as  was  also  a  motion 
by  Mr.  Betty  : 

That  the  General  Purposes  Committee  be  empowered  to  elect 
honorary  members  of  the  Association. 

This  is  to  be  a  new  rule.

To  Bee  or  not  to  Bee. 

Customer  :  "  What  has  the  doctor  ordered  for  me  1 " 
Dispensing  Chemist  :  "  You'll  soon  know." 

Da.  Pebc,  of  Marburg,  is  enthusiastic  about  the  healing  properties 
of  the  sting  of  bees  in  cases  of  rheumatism  of  the  joints  and 
muscles,  as  well  as  neuralgia.  He  has  treated  500  cases  suc- 
cessfully. When  the  angry  bee  stings  a  healthy  person  the 
result  is  two-fold ;  a  little  mole  is  made  on  the  spot  and  the 
part  begins  to  swell;  sometimes  even  headache  and  fainting- 
fits may  in  exceptional  cases  ensue.  If  one  is  frequently 
stung  by  bees  the  organism  gets  gradually  inured  to  the 
poison,  so  that  although  the  little  mole  or  mark  is  visible 
each  time,  there  is  no  swelling  whatever,  the  body  being 
immune  against  the  poison.  If  a  patient  suffering  from 
rheumatism  be  stung  by  a  bee  the  part  affected  does  not 
swell  at  first,  nor  until  the  bee-poison  has  been  frequently 
introduced,  and  then  the  pain  gradually  vanishes  from  the 
rheumatic  joint.  Dr.  Perc  lets  his  patient  be  stung  at  first 
by  a  few  bees,  then  by  slow  degrees  he  increases  their 
number,  the  sting  being  inserted  near  to  the  joint  or  muscle 
affected. — Daily  Telegraph. 


Scientific  progress. 


A  Hew  Alkaloid.—  Frankforter  (Beperto ire  cle  Pharmacie, 
1903,  264-)  has  extracted  an  alkaloid  from  Isopyrum  biternatum 
of  the  formula  C28H46NO,|.  The  hydrochloride  of  this  base 
crystallises  in  needles  melting  at  255°-257°  C.  Its  platinum 
double  salt  melts  at  238°. 

Caslmlroa  Ed  alls. — Bickern  (Arch,  cler  Pharmazie,  1903, 
166)  has  extracted  a  glyco- alkaloid  from  the  seeds  of  Casimiroa 
edalis  of  the  formula  C30H32N.iO5,  which  he  calls  casimirine. 
Under  the  influence  of  hydrolytic  agents  it  decomposes,  yielding  glu- 
cose and  an  alkaloid  which  has  the  empirical  formula  C^H^i^O^ 
He  also  extracted  another  body  of  an  indifferent  nature,  melting 
at  207°,  and  having  the  formula  C27H4802.  This  compound  he 
terms  casimirol. 

Veronal,  a  New  Hypnotic. — Emil  Fischer  and  J.  von 
Mering  have  prepared  a  new  series  of  compounds  possessing 
strong  hypnotic  properties.  The  three  typical  bodies  described 
(Apotheker  Zeitung,  1903,  195)  are  the  following  : — 

(C.jH^oCH.CO.NH.CO.NH.,,  diethyl-acetyl  urea. 
(CoH5)gC.(C02)2(NH.,),CO,  diethyl-malonyl  urea. 
(C5H7)2C.(C02)2(NH2)2CO,  dipropyl-malonyl  urea. 

Therapeutic  experiments  have  shown  that  diethyl-acetyl  urea  has 
an  action  comparable  with  that  of  sulphonal,  whilst  dipropyl- 
malonyl  urea  has  an  action  four  times  as  powerful.  The  inter- 
mediate body,  diethyl-malonyl  urea,  is  the  compound  now  brought 
out  under  the  name  "  veronal."  It  is  a  colourless,  crystalline 
body  melting  at  191°  C,  with  a  faintly  bitter  taste,  soluble  in 
12  parts  of  boiling,  and  145  parts  of  cold,  water,  Seven  to 
eight  grains  is  the  usual  dose  in  cases  of  insomnia.

It  is  Difficult  to  Suppress 

a  word  of  gratitude  and  encourage- 
ment to  Alexander  Cross  &  Sons  (Limited),  even  though  it 
may  be  too  early  yet  to  comment  on  their  defence  of  the 
action  brought  against  them  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
It  is  earnestly  to  be  hoped  that  no  consideration  will  deter 
Messrs.  Cross  from  proceeding  with  their  threatened  appeal 
from  the  Glasgow  Sheriff's  judgment.  If  a  trade  subscrip- 
tion or  a  subsidy  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  would 
ensure  a  further  judicial  hearing  of  the  Ballikinrain  Ant- 
killer  case,  the  cash  ought  to  be  promptly  forthcoming. 
Even  should  Alexander  and  his  sons  ultimately  lose  their 
action,  they  will  have  the  satisfaction  of  having  exposed  the 
tyranny  of  the  law  which  prevents  the  free — or,  rather,  the 
three-and-sixpenny — distribution  of  their  luscious  syrup  of 
arsenic.  And  this  injustice  being  manifest,  the  member  for 
Camlachie  can  hold  up  before  the  eyes  of  the  Speaker  a 
bottle  of  his  martyred  mixture ;  and  a  picture  of  a  bDttle  of 
Ballikinrain  surrounded  by  piles  of  dead  ants,  dogs,  and  cats, 
with  a  sprinkling  of  children  lying  around  it,  might  serve  to 
illustrate  the  Privy  Council's  Bill  to  reform  the  poisons  laws, 
if  one  is  ever  brought  forward. 

French  Pharmaceutical  Specialities 

are  an  even  finer  trade 
than  they  were  believed  to  be,  if  the  estimate  quoted  by  the 
Paris  correspondent  of  the  C.  <f"  D.  be  anywhere  near  the 
mark.  It  is  "  admitted,"  he  says,  that  a  tax  of  1  per  cent,  on 
the  retail  value  of  these  products  would  yield  between  five  and 
ten  million  francs— that  is,  between  200,000/.  and  400,000/. ; 
a  fairly  wide  margin,  it  is  true.  Our  medicine-stamp  is 
about  a  10-per-cent.  one,  and  its  last  year's  yield  was 
307,000/. ;  as  nearly  as  possible  the  mean  of  the  extreme 
figures  which  it  is  calculated  that  a  1-per-cent.  tax  would 
bring  in  France.  "Specialities"  are  the  most  prominent 
feature  of  modern  French  pharmacy.  The  average  price 
charged  for  them  is  quite  double  that  to  which  we  have  been 
accustomed,  4f.  to  5f.  being,  perhaps,  the  most  usual  rate. 
They  are  freely  prescribed  by  the  doctors,  and  the  leading 
ones  are  the  stock  medicines  of  the  Mediterranean  countries 
and  of  South  America.  Moreover  the  business-expenses  of 
the  French  makers  are  much  less  than  those  of  English  and 
American  specialists.  I  should  be  surprised  to  learn  that 
the  French  proprietors  spend  half  as  much  in  advertising  as 
is  spent  in  advertising  patent  medicines  in  this  country.  On 
their  face  the  French  pharmacy  laws  are  dead  against  the 
very  idea  of  nostrums.  But  the  French  people,  perhaps  for 
this  very  reason,  love  them,  will  have  them,  and  believe  in 
them  to  the  extent  indicated  by  the  calculation  I  have 
quoted.    What  a  nation  to  exploit ! 

Co-operative  Stores 

had  a  lucky  catch  in  the  Aberdeen  Sheriff 
who  heard  the  action  brought  against  one  of  them  last  week 
in  respect  of  the  alleged  breach  of  an  anti-cutting  contract. 
Neither  the  contract  nor  the  breach  of  it  seems  to  have  been 
disputed,  nor  was  there  any  question  as  to  the  interpretation 
of  the  terms  of  the  agreement,  the  essential  feature  of 
which,  said  the  Sheriff,  was  that  the  price  was  not  to  be 
broken.  The  Co-ops  sold  a  certain  soap  which  they  had 
agreed  they  would  not  sell  below  a  certain  price,  and  they 
gave  with  it  a  check  for  dividend.  Was  that  a  breaking  of 
the  price  1  The  Sheriff,  after  taking  time  to  consider  his 
judgment,  was  "  very  clearly  of  opinion  that  it  was  not." 


That  may  be  law  but  it  certainly  is  not  arithmetic  :  2>\d. 
less  10  per  cent,  can  never  be  1\d.  again.  The  agreement, 
the  Sheriff  added,  would  not  be  binding  on  the  company  in 
any  case,  because  it  was  contrary  to  their  constitution. 
Aberdeen  companies  should  take  note  of  this  and  provide  in 
their  articles  of  association  that  no  debts  should  be  payable. 
Then  it  would  be  contrary  to  their  constitution  to  pay  them, 
and  I  suppose  the  Sheriff  would  support  that  contention. 
The  teaching  of  the  case  to  manufacturers  who  are  shrewd 
enough  to  desire  to  protect  their  agents'  profits  is  not  to 
trust  to  contracts,  and  still  less  to  courts,  but  to  simply  say 
(as  by  the  P. A.T. A.  method  they  can  say),  "Those  are  our 
terms,  and  if  you  do  not  obey  them  you  will  get;neither  these 
goods  nor  those  of  fifty  other  makers." 

Mr.  Novello  Denham, 

of  Bradford,  had  better  get  lodgings 
within  the  precincts  of  Holy  rood  Palace,  which  I  believe  is 
the  only  remaining  sanctuary  in  the  United  Kingdom  where 
a  writ  of  capias  arl  satisfaciendum  does  not  run.  If  Judge 
Bompas's  present  view  of  the  law  should  be  confirmed,  Mr . 
Bremridge  or  his  agent,  armed  with  a  ca.  sa.,  has  only  to 
meet  Mr.  Denham  in  the  street,  touch  him  with  his  finger  , 
and  beckon  him  to  the  nearest  prison ;  "  and  then,"  says  his 
Honour,  "  what  would  be  the  result  of  taking  him  up  remains 
to  be  seen."  Ay,  there's  the  rub  ;  the  result  might  be  either 
a  stiff  bill  for  damages  for  Bloomsbury  Square  to  pay,  or  it 
might  be  the  establishment  of  the  principle  that  to  owe  5/ . 
to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  a  crime  corresponding  in 
essence  and  consequence  with  that  of  treason-felony  or  Use  - 
majesU.  It  would  certainly  be  as  well  to  ascertain  "what 
would  be  the  result "  before  one  of  these  quasi-criminals  is 
arrested  rather  than  afterwards.  The  threat  of  imprisonment 
may  be  a  useful  in  terrorem  stimulant  to  the  settlement 
of  a  debt,  but  one  actual  incarceration  under  the  Pharmacy 
Act  would  leave  very  little  public  sympathy  with  the  aims 
and  claims  of  the  Society  administering  that  statute. 

"  A  Dripping  June 

Puts  things  in  tune,"  says  the  old  adage 
The  man  who  invented  that  rhyme  probably  had  had  no  ex- 
perience of  a  dripping  June  such  as  we  have  had.     It  would 
be  difficult  to  calculate  the  cost  to  certain  trades  of  a  dislo- 
cation of  the  weather  such  as  we  have  had  to  put  up  with 
this  summer  and  last.     I  suppose  drapers  suffer  most 
severely  in  the  total,  but  perhaps  in  proportion  to  their 
revenue  chemists  would  beat  them.     The  cold  and  wet  of 
this  month  make  people  shudder  at  the  sight  of  our  tempt- 
ingly arrayed  fruit-salines  and  effervescent  citrates ;  the 
syphon-boom  hangs  back ;   and  even  "  that  tired  feeling " 
which  encourages  our  blood-purifiers,  gets  no  look  in.  Nor 
is  there  any  en  revanohe ;   coughs  and  influenzas  do  not 
revive  as  they  might  j  have  been  expected  to  do ;  people 
will  not  return  to  their  cod-liver  oil  till  the  calendar  tells 
them  the  proper  time  has  arrived.    Nor  would  it  be  much 
good  at  present  figures  if  they  did.     The  "  higher  "  and 
"  firmer  "  columns  in^the  trade-report  are  regularly  beating 
the  "  easier  "  and  "  lower"  ones,  and  most  of  the  important 
articles  are  finding  their  way  into  the  former  lists.  Rubber 
goods  are  advancing,  methylated  spirit  is  to  be  Zd.  dearer, 
camphor,  cascara,  and  cream  of  tartar  are  following  their 
alphabetical  neighbour  cod-liver  oil — and  this  is  the  moment 
the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  amiably  selects  to  charge  us 
\\d.  on  every  pennyworth  of  antibilious  pills  we  sell. 

The  exports  of  red  ginseng  from  Corea  during  1902  amounted 
to  85,201  lbs.  (122,304/.),  against  21,575  lbs.  (25,670/.)  in  1901.  Of 
white  ginseng  3,333  lbs.  was  exported  (213/.),  against  16  lbs. 
(121/.)  in  1901.  The  average  exports  for  the  five  years  (1898-1902) 
have  been  77,386  lbs.,  mostly  sent  to  China  by  the  Corean  Govern- 
I  ment.

EiMtodal  Comments. 


A  Government  Poisons  Bill. 

On  Thursday  evening  of  last  week,  after  we  had  gone  to 
press,  it  became  known  in  Parliamentary  circles  that  a  Bill 
dealing  with  the  sale  of  poisons  is  in  preparation  at  the 
Privy  Council  Office,  and  that  the  Duke  of  Devonshire,  as 
Lord  President  of  the  Council,  will  introduce  it  in  the  House 
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of  Lords  on  an  early  day.  The  Bill  is  based  on  the  notorious 
.report  oE  the  Committee  on  Poisons,  and,  although  it  comes 
somewhat  late  in  the  Session— indeed,  at  a  time  when  its 
passage  through  both  Houses  of  Parliament  seems  hopeless 
— it  cannot  be  said  that  it  is  an  unexpected  measure. 
.Whatever  the  proposals  of  the  Bill  may  be,  we  welcome  it 
as  a  means  for  securing  the  attention  of  Parliament  to  the 
greater  considerations  in  regard  to  the  practice  of  pharmacy 
and  the  sale  of  poisons,  which,  so  far,  have  received  too 
little  attention  from  our  legislators.  The  first  consideration 
of  our  readers  in  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  should  be  as  to 
their  readiness  to  influence  their  Parliamentary  representa- 
tives on  the  subject.  We  may,  therefore,  recall  the  recom- 
mendations made  in  the  majority  report  of  the  Poisons 
Committee.    These  were  : 

First. — Preparations  of  scheduled  poisons  for  use  in  connection 
with  agriculture,  horticulture,  or  sanitation  might  be  placed  in  a 
third  part  of  the  schedule,  to  be  sold  only  by  licensed  persons, 
and  subject  to  regulations  to  be  made  by  the  Privy  Council. 

Second.— The  traffic  in  arsenic  should  be  regulated  either  by  an 
amendment  of  the  Arsenic  Act,  1851  or  by  more  stringent  enforce- 
ment of  the  provisions  of  Section  17  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 

The  Committee  recommended  alterations  in  the  Poisons 
Schedule,  including  certain  additions,  and  that  the  new  part 
comprising  poisons  which  might  be  sold  by  licensed  persons 
should  be  as  follows  : 

Preparations  containing  arsenic  exclusively  for  use  in  connec- 
tion with  agriculture  or  horticulture,  and  contained  in  a  closed 
vessel  or  receptacle  distinctly  labelled  with  the  word  "  Poison," 
the  name  and  address  of  the  seller,  and  a  notice  of  the  agri- 
cultural or  horticultural  purpose  for  which  the  preparation  lias 
been  made. 

Preparations  of  tobacco  or  the  alkaloids  of  tobacco  exclusively 
for  use  in  connection  with  agriculture  or  horticulture,  and  con- 
tained in  a  closed  vessel  or  receptacle  distinctly  labelled  with  the 
word  "  Poison,"  the  name  and  address  of  the  seller,  and  a  notice 
of  the  agricultural  or  horticultural  purpose  for  which  the  prepara- 
tion has  been  made. 

Preparations  of  carbolic  acid  or  its  homologues  for  use  as 
sheep-wash,  or  for  any  other  purpose  in  connection  with  agri- 
culture, horticulture,  or  sanitation,  and  contained  in  a  closed 
.  vessel  distinctly  labelled  with  the  word  "  Poison,"  the  name  and 
address  of  the  seller,  and  a  notice  of  the  special  purposes  for 
which  the  preparations  are  intended 

We  claim  that,  as  Mr.  Walter  Hills  said  in  his  minority 
report,  "neither  the  conclusions  nor  the  recommendations 
made  in  the  report  appear  to  be  reasonably  deducible  from 
the  evidence  taken  during  the  inquiry."  Moreover,  we  say 
that  the  inquiry  was  inadequate,  because  the  largest  manu- 
facturers of  sheep-dips  were  not  examined;  further,  that  the 
evidence  in  regard  to  arsenic  was  misleading,  and  that 
sufficient  evidence  was  not  heard  from  chemists  and  drug- 
gists who  deal  in  agricultural  poisons.  We  would  also 
emphasise  Mr.  Walter  Hills's  conclusions  as  being  as  urgent 
for  parliamentary  consideration  as  the  recommendations  of 
the  majority.    The  conclusions  were— 

(a)  That  the  administration  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  by  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Great  Britain  does  not  interfere,  and  has 
not  interfered,  with  the  legitimate  use  of  poisons  for  technical  or 
manufacturing  purposes,  and  does  not  prejudice  or  harass  either 
agriculture  or  horticulture. 

(6)  That  no  real  ground  is  shown  for  the  relaxation  of  the 
restrictions  imposed  on  behalf  of  the  public  by  the  Pharmacy  Act, 
1868,  and  that  no  departure  from  the  sound  principle  of  that  Act 
is  warranted. 

(c)  That  urgent  necessity  exists— though  the  point  may  not 
be  deemed  strictly  within  the  terms  of  reference — for  the  efficient 
registration  and  supervision  of  every  open  shop  in  which  poison  is 
sold  by  retail. 

(d)  That  it  is  expedient  that  the  "  putting-up,"  packing,  storing 
and  conveyance  of  poisons  and  poisonous  compounds  should  be 
subject  to  regulation. 

These  are  the  main  points  to  keep  in  view  when  action 
respecting  the  Privy  Council  measure  has  to  be  taken,  and 
as  Mr.  Hills's  conclusions  are  embodied  in  the  Pharmacy 
Bill  now  before  the  House  of  Commons,  the  most  practical 


manner  of  dealing  with  the  two  measures  would  be  to  refer 
them  to  a  Select  Committee. 

It  may  be  remembered  that  on  Monday,  June  20,  1898,  the 
Duke  of  Devonshire  introduced  into  the  House  of  Lords  a 
Poisonous  Substances  Bill,  which  was  read  a  second  time  on, 
Friday,  June  24,  passed  through  Committee  on  the  Monday 
following,  and  was  read  a  third  time  on  July  1.  On  the 
ame  day  we  printed  as  a  supplement  reasons  against  the 
Bill,  and  this  supplement  fell  upon  the  House  of  Commons 
like  leaves  in  Vallombrosa,  chemists  and  druggists  opposing 
the  measure  so  thoroughly  that  the  Bill  was  strangled  before 
it  reached  the  House  of  Commons.  Mr.  Balfour  announced 
on  July  11  that  it  was  not  intended  to  proceed  with  the 
measure  that  Session.  What  was  done  then  may  be  done- 
again  by  strong  and  united  effort  on  the  part  of  the  drug- 
trade  in  the  three  Kingdoms  and  Principality.  The  1898 
Bill  was  one  of  three  clauses  and  a  schedule.  Briefly  it  was 
as  follows : 

Clause  I. —  (1)  No  person  to  sell  articles  named  in  the  schedule- 
without  labelling  "  Poison,"  &c.  (2)  When  dispensed  by  doctors 
or  chemists  such  articles  might  be  labelled  "  To  be  used  with . 
caution "  instead  of  "  Poison."  (3)  The  Privy  Council  might 
make  poison  regulations,  and  (4)  add  to  the  Schedule.  (5)  Fine  for 
infringement,  5/.  (6)  Lord-Lieutenant  in  Council  to  act  for 
Ireland. 

Clause  II. — The  Privy  Council  as  well  as  the  Council  of  the- 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  might  make  regulations 
for  the  keeping,  &c,  of  poisons. 
Clause  III. — Time  and  title. 

Schedule  [that  is,  of  poisons  which  might  be  sold  by  any 
person]. — Butter  of  antimony,  carbolic  acid,  chloride  of  zinc  and 
its  solution,  cresylic  acid,  hydrochloric,  nitric,  and  sulphuric- 
acids  (unless  B.P.  diluted  acids) ;  sugar  of  lead  and  other  salts 
of  lead ;  preparations  of  carbolic  or  cresylic  acid  or  their  homo- 
logues used  as  disinfectants,  and  containing  more  than  10  per 
cent,  of  any  of  them  ;  substances  sold  for  the  purpose  of  poisoning 
insects  or  vermin. 

These  particulars  will,  we  hope,  enable  those  interested  to 
compare  the  forthcoming  Bill  with  the  one  which  had  so 
ignominious  a  fate  five  years  ago,  and  help  them  to  act 
courageously  and  promptly  now.  The  drug-trade  of  this 
country  appears  never  to  know  its  strength  until  it  is- 
roused.    Here  is  a  chance  which  should  not  be  neglected. 


Naming  Remedies. 

IV. 

As  the  days  pass  feeling  in  the  drug-trade  respecting  the- 
disuse  of  ailment-names  becomes  more  acute.  This  week 
correspondence  has  poured  upon  us  from  all  parts  of  the 
country,  and  many  suggestions  have  been  made  for  getting 
over  difficulties  which  have  suddenly  arisen.  The  penny 
trade  is  overwhelmingly  ahead  of  all  other  difficulties.  The 
small  shopkeeper  and  the  country  grocer  are  closely  allied 
to  qualified  chemists,  as  many  of  the  latter,  retail  and 
wholesale,  are  doing  good  trade  in  supplying  the  humbler 
retailers  with  low-priced  domestic  remedies  ready  for  retail- 
ing and  labelled  with  suitable  names  and  directions.  For 
the  benefit  of  those  who  are  not  familiar  with  this  business,, 
we  may  quote  some  titles  from  one  selection  of  labels  used 
in  this  trade  :

These  suffice  to  show  the  variety  of  the  remedies  sold,  if 
not  the  extent  of  the  business,  and  it  is  urged  upsn  us  that 
it  never  has  been  the  intention  of  the  law  that  the  sale  of 
such  articles  in  psnny  worths  should  be  taxed.  Nevertheless, 
that  is  exactly  what  the  original  intention  was.  To  put  the 
facts  briefly,  in  1783  Parliament  enacted  that  any  person, 
except  apothecaries,  surgeons,  chemists,  or  druggists  who 
had  served  a  regular  apprenticeship  selling  drugs  or  medi- 
cines should  take  out  a  licence,  and  the  drugs  or  medicines 
which  they  sold  should  be  stamped.  This  condition  was 
slightly  altered  two  years  later,  and  freedom  to  sell  certain 
simple  and  entire  drugs  was  granted,  but  the  1783  principle 
was  not  repealed,  and  in  the  subsequent  Acts  of  1802,  1803, 
1804,  and  1812  it  was  still  recognised,  in  so  far  as  no 
unlicensed  or  unqualified  person  is  granted  any  exemption  to 
the  provisions  of  the  Acts,  except  as  regards  the  sale  of 
drugs  mentioned  in  Harbottle's  "Book  of  Kites."  The 
stamp-duty  was  by  these  Acts  limited  to  medicines  (not 
being  entire  drugs)  held  out  or  recommended  for  the  relief, 
&c,  of  human  ailments  and  those  of  patent,  secret,  or  pro- 
prietary character ;  while  the  exemption  originally  given  to 
apothecaries,  surgeons,  chemists,  or  druggists  was  limited 
to  the  sale  of  "known,  admitted,  and  approved"  remedies. 
Practically  all  the  penny  articles  whose  names  we  have 
quoted  come  within  the  latter  category,  and  it  is  indisputable 
that  although  small  shopkeepers  have  been  permitted  to 
sell  them  they  could  not  under  the  Acts  claim  this  as  a 
right.  Even  now,  however,  they  are  allowed  to  sell  medi- 
cines of  any  kind,  not  being  scheduled  poisons  or  spirituous 
preparations,  if  they  are  not  held  out  by  the  names  or  other- 
-wise  as  remedies,  or  racommended  for  the  prevention,  cure, 
or  relief  of  human  ailments.  The  privileges  of  qualified 
chemists  have  been  fully  dealt  with  in  the  three  previous 
articles. 

The  trouble  arising  from  stoppage  of  the  use  of  ailment- 
names  is  now  with  us,  and  various  suggestions  are  put  for- 
ward for  dealing  with  it.  First,  that  a  deputation  from  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council  should  interview  the  Board  of 
Inland  Revenue.  We  have  heard  that  a  motion  to  this 
effect  will  be  brought  forward  next  week,  and  we  presume 
the  deputation  will  suggest  that  the  following  paragraph 
should  be  restored  to  the  Board's  "  General  Observations  "  on 
the  medicine  stamp-duty  : — 

The  Board  recognise  the  necessity  that  exists  for  giving  to  a 
preparation  such  a  designation  or  name  as  shall  distinguish  it 
from  other  medicines,  and  they  do  not  attribute  any  further 
meaning  to  such  words  as  cough-mixture,  liver-pills,  lip-salve, 
teething-powders,  corn-paint,  &c,  &c.  Labels,  &c,  so  worded, 
must,  however,  contain  no  other  reference  to  an  ailment  if  it  is 
desired  to  avoid  liability.  The  use  of  names  of  organs  of  the  body 
in  connection  with  aDy  medicines  is  held  to  mean  and  include  the 
diseases  to  which  such  organs  are  subject. 

We  daresay  the  Board's  reply  would  be  that  they  have  no 
power  to  restore,  since  the  Divisional  Court  has  interpreted 
the  law  to  mean  that  a  title  like  "  Cough-mixture "  holds 
out  the  remedy  to  relieve  a  cough,  and  the  Board  must  carry 
out  the  law  by  securing  the  duty  in  such  cases.  We  know 
of  no  instance  in  which  a  final  judicial  decision  on  revenue- 
law  has  left  discretion  do  the  revenue-authorities.  It  follows, 
therefore,  that  amendment  of  the  Medicine-stamp  Acts  or 
their  repeal  are  the  next  things  which  a  deputation 
might  put  forward.  We  believe  the  Board  of  Inland 
Revenue  are  not  averse  to  amendment,  in  order  to  restore 


the  status  quo.  The  net  result  of  this  would  be  the  abolition 
of  exemptions,  so  that  the  last  state  of  the  qualified  chemist 
would  be  worse  than  the  first.  Mr.  Weddell,  of  Newcastle, 
admirably  voices  elsewhere  in  this  issue  the  case  for  repeal. 
It  is  as  well  to  look  at  the  facts  which  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  would  have  to  consider.  There  are  over  35,000 
licensed  dealers  in  stamped  medicines  in  Great  Britain,  who 
pay  8,750/.  of  licence -duty.  Not  half  of  these  are  qualified 
chemists.  The  revenue  from  the  sale  of  stamps  has  doubled 
within  twenty  years,  and  is  now  nearly  310,000/.  a  year. 
The  collection  incurs  just  as  little  expense  and  trouble  to 
the  Department  as  a  Id.  receipt-stamp  on  accounts  of  21. 
and  over.  The  Treasury  rarely  gives  up  such  elegant  sources 
of  revenue  without  strong  arguments.  What  these  may  be 
we  must  at  present  reserve. 

While  we  are  going  to  press  a  case  is  proceeding  which  is 
of  special  interest  in  this  connection.  Needhams  (Limited) 
arc  answering,  in  Marylebone  Police  Court,  summonses  in 
respect  to  the  sale  unstamped  of  certain  articles,  amongst 
them  "known,  admitted,  and  approved"  remedies.  They 
desire  to  enjoy  the  advantage  which  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  secured 
for  qualified  chemists  in  the  ammoniated-tincture-of-quinine 
case,  and  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  insist  that  limited 
companies  are  not  chemists  in  the  sense  of  the  Medicine- 
stamp  Acts.  In  this  instance  the  medicines  were  sold  by  a 
qualified  chemist  (in.,  the  manager  of  the  shop),  and  the 
company  for  whom  he  acted  (in  law,  the  sellers)  own  a  busi- 
ness founded  by  a  qualified  chemist,  who  is  still  the 
managing  director.  The  defence  was  solely  undertaken  by 
this  company,  and  Mr.  Bonsey  made  the  best  he  could  of 
Farmer  v.  Glyn-Jones,  but  seemed  glad  to  abandon  all  his 
argument  and  submit  to  nominal  fines. 


Stamping  Prescriptions. 

A  correspondent  last  week  suggestei  that  dispensing 
chemists  should  stamp  prescriptions  on  the  back.  In 
Prussia,  that  land  of  ideal  conditions  for  pharmacists  (accord- 
ing to  some),  the  Minister  of  Education  has  just  issued  an 
order  to  the  effect  that  henceforth  any  notes  which  dis- 
pensers wish  to  make  on  physicians'  prescriptions  should  not 
in  any  way  interfere  with  or  hide  the  doctor's  writing.  It  is 
also  advised  that  the  chemist's  stamp  should  be  placed  on 
the  back  of  the  prescription  if  there  is  not  enough  room  on 
the  front. 

"The  Chemist  and  Druggist"  in  Fiction. 

A  short  story  appears  in  the  Christcliurch  (N.Z.)  Press  of 
May  6  in  which  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  is  immor- 
talised. The  tale,  by  Dr.  Grudiayl,  is  entitled  "  The  Silver 
Salver,"  and  deals,  appropriately  enough,  with  the  celebrated 
"Bloomsbury  Tragedy."  This  tragedy  (which,  of  course, 
existed  only  in  Dr.  Grudiayl's  imagination)  was  caused  by  a 
wicked  nephew  poisoning  his  uncle  with  hydrocyanic  acid. 
Suspicion,  of  course,  falls  on  the  innocent  and  favourite 
nephew,  who  is  a  dabbler  in  chemistry.  At  the  inquest  he 
is  interrogated  by  the  foreman  of  the  jury,  "  a  white-haired, 
keen-faced  man,  well  on  in  years,"  as  follows  : 

"  Pardon  me ;  are  you  the  writer  whose  signature  I  see  occa- 
sionally under  articles  in  medical  and  trade  journals  — notably,  the 
Analyst  and  The  Chemist  and  Dbuggist  ?  " 

"  I  am." 

"  It  occurred  to  me  that  such  might  be  the  case.  Is  the  fact 
known  to  others?  " 

"  Oh,  yes,  to  my  friends." 

"  My  own  interest  in  the  articles  was  a  professional  one,  I  may 
say.  I  am  an  experimental  chemist  myself.  The  facts  brought 
forward  in  the  articles  seemed  to  indicate  that  you  are  too." 

The  young  man's  innocence  is,  of  course,  established,  and 
the  wicked  nephew  (who  did  not  contribute  to  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist)  takes  prussic  acid  in  the  witness-box  when 
his  guilt  is  exposed  by  a  surgeon  and  a  silver  salver. 
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Soil  nitrification. 

Dr.  A.  R.  Waddell  contributes  to  the  Lincet  a  thoughtful 
paper  on  the  incidence  of  milaria  and  other  mosquito-borne 
diseases  and  soil-nitrification.  During  the  course  of  some 
experiments  on  the  destruction  of  mosquito-larvfe,  Dr. 
Waddell  found  that  weak  amn:nia-solutions  have  a  deadly 
effect  on  mosquito-larvae.  Ammonia  in  all  its  combinations 
is  found  to  exart  a  similar  fatal  effect,  the  nitrogen  unit 
being  the  index  of  effectiveness.  Following  this  up,  the 
conclusion  was  arrived  at  that  there  is  a  fores  of  enormous 
potentiality  in  the  crusade  against  malaria  in  tin  effective 
nitrification  of  surface-waters  and  vegetation  through  the 
medium  of  the  soil.  Nitrification  can  be  brought  about  by 
the  direct  application  of  nitrogenous  minures,  or  by  fostering 
the  growth  of  leguminous  plants  which  add  to  the  nitrogen 
in  the  soil.  The  action  of  leguminous  roots  on  the  soil  can 
be  stimulated  by  inoculating  th.3  ground  and  the  seed  with 
the  cultures  of  earth-bacteria  known  as  nitragin.  Dr.  Wad- 
dell suggests  that  the  great  decrease  of  milaria  in  England 
during  recent  years  is  due,  not  only  to  improved  drainage  of 
the  land,  but  to  the  increase!  nitrogenisatiou  of  the  soil  by 
the  use  of  phosphatic  manures,  the  extended  growth  of 
clovers,  and  the  enormously  increased  use  of  nitrogenous 
manures.  No  time  should  be  lost  in  testing  the  truth  of 
these  suggestions,  as  planting  a  leguminous  crop  in  a 
malarial  district  is  a  distinct  advance  on  the  present  method  of 
giving  a  film  of  paraffin  to  all  the  mosquito-breeding  grounds. 


ftbree  Comma  IRemeoies.

AT  the  present  time  physicians  are  ordering  three  drugs 
which  have  hitherto  been  but  rarely  employed.  They 
are  not  new — that  is  to  say,  have  not  within  the  past  year 
been  placed  upon  the  market — but  they  are  remedial  agents 
which  are  passing  from  a  tentative  to  an  established  use.  In 
the  words  of  a  medical  consultant  of  repute,  they  are  drugs 
"  possessing  a  future."  Aspirin,  heroin,  and  chloretone  are 
referred  to. 

The  importance  of  heroin  is  found  in  its  property  of 
acting  as  a  substitute  for  morphine  (of  which  it  is  the 
di-acetic  ester),  because  whilst  it  has  most  of  the  advan- 
tages of  that  drug  it  does  not  produce  any  distressing  effects 
upon  the  circulatory  system,  as  morphine  is  apt  to  do, 
neither  does  it  constipate.  As  a  narcotic  it  is  not  generally 
employed — morphine  is  more  powerful  in  this  respect;  but  it 
is  used  in  lung-affections,  particularly  bronchitis.  Some 
medical  men  are  apt  to  prescribe  it  in  water,  forgetting  it  is 
only  slightly  soluble  ;  three  or  four  minims  of  dilute  acetic 
acid  added  to  each  grain  renders  it  soluble  without  any 
decomposing  action.  A  dispenser,  called  upon  to  dispense 
a  prescription  ordering  heroin  in  mixture,  finding  it  insoluble 
in  water,  dispensed  it  in  powders  with  sugar  of  milk,  and 
gave  these,  with  lengthy  explanations,  to  the  suspicious 
patient,  who  had  had  the  prescription  made  up  before. 
After  two  or  three  days  the  patient  returned  with  the 
information  that  he  was  sure  something  different  was  in  the 
powders  from  the  medicine  he  had  had  elsewhere,  because 
he  felt  such  an  entirely  different  effect  after  taking  them  I 

Aspirin,  though  most  frequently  prescribed  for  certain 
forms  of  neuralgia,  has  a  number  of  uses,  and  is  given  for 
rheumato-arthritis,  gonorrheal  iritis,  diabetes  mellitus, 
chorea,  and  influenza.  It  has  been  found  useful  for  relieving 
the  pain  of  cancer  (carcinoma).  It  is  acetyl-salicylic  acid, 
is  insoluble  in  water,  and  should  be  dispensed  in  powders  or 
tablets.  Suspended  with  mucilage  in  an  aqueous  men- 
struum it  does  not  form  a  pleasing  mixture.  Having  regard 
to  the  solubility  of  aspirin  in  alcohol  (1  in  15),  an  attempt 
was  made  to  dispense  it  by  dissolving  in  90  per-cent.  alcohol 
and  adding  the  solution  to  water  containing  mucilage  of 
tragacanth.  This  method  proved  a  failure,  for  though  at 
first  the  aspirin  came  out  of  solution  and  appeared  to  be 
suspended  as  a  fine  powder,  on  standing,  crystals  were 
formed  sufficiently  large  to  prevent  the  mixture  being  used 
for  internal  administration. 


Chloretone  has  recently  come  to  the  forefront  as  a 
hypnotic.  It  is  an  extremely  volatile  substance,  and  is  best 
put  up  in  cachets.  If  dispensed  in  powder  form,  unless 
carefully  wrapped  in  waxed  paper,  it  entirely  volatilises  if 
the  powders  are  not  used  for  some  time.  Cold  water  slightly 
dissolves  it,  hot  water  immediately  decomposes  it.  Its 
saturated  aqueous  solution  is  sometimes  employed  as  a  spray 
to  some  forms  of  throat-affections.  Glycerin  may  be  used 
as  a  vehicle  for  its  administration,  as  it  dissolves  the  drug. 
A  solution  of  chloretone  in  spirit  (10  gr.  is  dissolved  by 
a  drachm  of  90-per-cent.  alcohol)  added  to  mucilage  and 
water  makes  a  presentable  mixture  ;  the  chloretone  slowly 
separates  out  in  the  form  of  minute  particles,  easily  diffu- 
sible on  shaking  the  bottle.  The  flavour  is  the  principal 
drawback.  Preparations  of  orange-peel  do  not  cover  the 
disagreeable  taste  of  chloretone,  though  they  are  sometimes 
ordered  with  it.  If  dissolved  in  tincture  of  orange,  on  the 
addition  of  the  solution  to  water,  an  unsightly  preparation 
results  having  a  nauseating  taste.  Chloretone  is  arimethyl 
carbinol,  (Crl^EECOH,  jn  which  three  atoms  of  hydrogen 
are  replaced  by  three  of  chlorine,  HO.C(CH3).,CC]3.

Pilocarpine  in  Pneumonia. 

Writing  in  the  Lancet,  Dr.  E.  Curtin  gives  notes  of  seven- 
cases  of  pneumonia  which  he  has  treated  with  "tabloid" 
pilocarpine  nitrate  jl0-  gr.  hypodermically,  and  he  concludes 
thus  : 

From  my  limited  experience  of  the  action  of  pilocarpine  I 
believe  that  it  will  occupy  a  leading  place  in  the  treatment  of 
pneumonia.  It  relieves  pleuritic  pain  and  breathing  within  a  few 
hours  of  its  administration,  and  also  seems  to  hasten  resolution, . 
probably  by  exciting  glandular  secretion.  Its  administration  is, 
in  the  majority  of  cases,  followed  by  a  rise  of  temperature  of  from 
5°  to  One-tenth  of  a  grain  hypodermically  does  not  cause 

profuse  perspiration,  but  rarely  fails  to  reduce  the  temperature 
within  an  hour  or  two.  It  also  cleans  the  tongue  and  stimulates 
the  flow  of  saliva.  I  have  not  noticed  its  repeated  administration 
attended  by  any  undesirable  or  unpleasant  results.  One  pre- 
caution is  necessary — namely,  to  keep  the  patient  warm,  and 
especially  the  feet. 

Typhoid-treatment. 

Acetozone  has  been  tried  with  satisfactory  results  in  the 
treatment  of  typhoid  fever  by  Dr.  F.  G.  Harris  (Therapeutic 
Gazette).  The  most  satisfactory  results  were  obtained  from 
solutions  made  by  addirig  12  to  15  gr.  of  acetozone  to  32  oz. 
of  hot  water  (120°  to  130 3  F.).  Stopper  the  bottle  and 
shake  vigorously  for  from  three  to  five  minutes.  Allow  the 
infusorial  earth  to  settle  for  from  fifteen  to  thirty  minutes, 
and  pour  off  the  supernatant  solution.  Patients  are  allowed 
to  drink  this  solution  ad  libitum,  and  in  addition  4  or  6  oz. 
is  given  every  four  hours.  Dr.  Harris  treated  128  cases  of 
typhoid  fever,  and  is  convinced  that  acetozone  lowers  the- 
temperature,  shortens  the  duration  of  the  fever,  and  lessens 
the  toxic  symptoms  more  than  any  of  the  other  better-known 
treatments.  Where  cases  can  be  seen  during  the  first  week 
of  the  illness  and  large  amounts  of  acetozone  solution  are- 
given  regularly  and  often,  assisted  by  a  gentle  laxative,  the 
temperature  will  return  to  the  normal  in  from  ten  to  twelve- 
days. 

Paraffin  Injections. 

The  Medical  Jltcord  gives  particulars  of  the  method  of 
using  hard  paraffin  for  restoring  or  improving  nose  contour. 
Paraffin  melting  at  106°  or  107J  F.  is  the  best.  The  best 
syringe  to  use  is  a  metallic  aspirator  with  a  needle  of  fairly 
large  size.  The  instrument  must  work  perfectly,  the  plunger 
and  all  joints  being  very  tight,  as  melted  paraffin  goes  eveiy 
road  but  the  right  one.  The  filled  instrument  is  left  in  hot, 
sterile  water  until  ready  for  use.  After  thorough  sterilizing, 
the  instrument  is  taken  from  the  water;  then,  forcing  out 
the  air,  and  waiting  a  second  until  the  paraffin  becomes  a 
thready  mass  as  it  comes  from  the  opening,  the  needle  is 
inserted  into  the  cellular  tissue  to  the  point  where  the 
elevation  is  to  be  begun.  There  the  paraffin  is  gradually 
injected  while  the  needle  is  being  withdrawn.  Care  must 
be  exercised  at  this  point  of  the  process  that  the  paraffin 
does  not  cool  too  rapidly  as  rapid  cooling  will  make  it  come 
out  unevenly. 
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Trade  Law. 

Removing-  Spirits  without  a  Permit.— A  Newcastle 
farmer  and  his  son  were,  on  June  22,  fined  25?.,  and  11.  9s.  6d. 
costs,  for  removing  and  delivering  certain  quantities  of  spirits 
without  a  permit.  A  charge  of  selling  without  a  licence  was  also 
proved.  The  Inland  Revenue  authorities  prosecuted,  and  the 
evidence  showed  that  the  defendants  had  been  selling  whisky  on 
commie  sion,  and  this  was  some  of  what  they  had  sold.  It  was  duty- 
paid  spirit. 


High  Court  Cases. 

"  HiGMATOGEN." 

In  the  Chancery  Division  of  the  High  Court  of  Justice,  on 
Friday,  June  19,  in  the  action  of  Aclolph  Hommel  (trading  as 
N.Cjlay  &  Co.)  against  Gebruder,  Bauer  &  Co.,  Mr.  Justice 
Byrne  heard  a  motion  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiff  for  an 
injunction  to  restrain  the  defendants,  their  servants  and 
agents,  from  selling  or  offering  or  exposing  on  sale  or  pro- 
curing to  be  sold  any  medical  preparation  not  manufactured 
by  or  for  the  plaintiff,  under  the  name  of  "  Hicmatogen,"  or 
under  any  name  so  arranged  or  contrived  as  by  colourable 
imitation  of  that  name  or  otherwise  to  be  calculated  to 
represent  or  lead  to  the  belief  that  such  preparation  was  a 
preparation  of  the  plaintiff;  and  from  passing  off  or  enabling 
others  to  pass  off  any  such  preparation  as  and  for  a  pre- 
paration of  the  plaintiff;  and  from  infringing  the  plaintiff's 
registered  trade-mark,  No.  222,761.  The  plaintiff  also 
asked  for  delivery  up  or  destruction  of  all  wrappers,  &c, 
complained  of 

Mr.  Sebastian,  in  support  of  the  motion,  said  that  his 
learned  friend  had  the  previous  week  given  him  an  under- 
taking in  the  terms  of  the  notice  of  motion. 

Mr.  Justice  Byrne:  What  does  "Hajmatogen"  mean — a 
blood-mixture  1 

Mr.  Sebastian :  I  do  not  know,  but  there  is  blood  in  the 
mixture.  (Laughter.)  If  my  friend  will  continue  the  under- 
taking he  gave  me  last  week,  I  have  no  objection  to  the 
motion  standing  over. 

Mr.  Watt,  for  the  defendants,  said  that  the  undertaking 
was  given  until  evidence  was  filed. 

Mr.  Sebastian  said  it  appeared  there  was  a  certain  medical 
preparation  known  by  the  name  of  "  Hrematogen,"  and  the 
plaintiff  manufactured  this  according  to  his  own  system. 
He  registered  that  name,  and  that  was  his  trade-mark.  No- 
body else  had  used  this  name  in  this  country,  so  far  as  he 
knew.  The  defendant  was,  or  used  to  be,  the  representative 
in  this  country  of  a  German  firm.  He  was  sent  to  for  "  Hasma- 
togen,"  by  a  firm  who  dealt  in  drugs,  and  they  received 
a  dozen  bottles  containing  some  fluid  without  any  label,  a 
band  of  labels  with  the  name  "  Hrematogen,"  and  a  letter 
which  said  that  they  sent  the  bottles  and  labels,  but  as  they 
all  knew  that  ' 1  Hajmatogen  "  was  a  registered  trade-mark 
in  England  they  did  not  take  any  responsibility  for  what  was 
done  with  them.  (Laughter.)  The  learned  counsel  then 
read  the  affidavit  of  the  manager  of  the  plaintiff's  business 
in  London,  to  the  effect  that  large  sums  of  money  had  been 
spent  in  advertising  "  Hsematogen  "  in  England,  that  that 
name  exclusively  denoted  to  chemists  and  the  public  the 
preparation  sold  by  the  plaintiffs,  that  it  was  registered  as  a 
medicine  for  human  beings,  and  that  they  had  requested 
Messrs.  Roberts,  of  New  Bond  Street,  to  place  an  order  for 
them,  with  the  result  he  had  mentioned. 

Mr. .  Watt,  in  reply,  read  the  affidavit  of  Eugene  Bauer, 
from  which  it  appeared  that  in  Germany  the  word  ,;Hosma- 
tcgen  "  was  commonly  applied  to  a  preparation  of  blood,  and 
was  not  capable  of  being  registered  in  that  country.  The 
affidavit  also  said  that  the  plaintiff  disclaimed  any  right  to 
the  exclusive  use  of  the  word  "  Hasmatogen,"  and  that  the 
transaction  referred  to  was  a  solitary  one  in  answer  to  an 
application  for  samples. 

Mr  Justice  Byrne :  You  do  not  mean  to  go  on  selling  it, 
do  you  ? 

Mr.  Watt :  No. 

Mr.  Justice  Byrne:  Why  won't  you  give  an  undertaking 
until  the  trial  not  to  do  it,  without  prejudice  to  any  question  1 
Mr.  Watt  said  his  clients  were  chaiged  with  passing-off 


and  infringing  the  plaintiff's  trade-mark.  He  did  not  know 
whether  the  first  charge  was  persisted  in.  It  was  perfectly 
evident  they  never  represented  this  to  be  the  plaintiff's.  If 
that  were  shown,  that  would  be  an  answer  to  that  part  of 
the  motion.  Then  they  said  the  plaintiff's  trade-mark  ought 
never  to  have  been  registered  at  all.  That  was  the  point 
they  would  ask  the  Court  to  decide. 

Mr.  Justice  Byrne  :  It  is  on  the  register,  and  you  have  not 
applied  to  take  it  off. 

Mr.  Watt  said  it  had  not  been  on  for  five  years,  and, 
therefore,  he  submitted  it  was  not  a  word  which  should  be 
on  the  register.  The  word  was  well  known  in  Germany, 
where  a  large  number  of  drugs  were  sold  under  that  name 
by  various  makers. 

Mr.  Justice  Byrne  said  that  he  should  only  decide  for  the 
purposes  of  an  interlocutory  injunction. 

Mr.  Watt  said  that  if  the  Court  intimated  it  was  not  a 
word  that  should  be  on  the  register,  that  might  lead  his 
learned  friend  to  take  a  certain  course. 

Mr.  Justice  Byrne  called  attention  to  what  had  been  done. 

Mr.  Watt  said  the  labels  were  sent  because  they  were  the 
labels  that  would  have  been  put  on  in  Germany  where  the 
word  was  used.  The  plaintiff  had  registered  "  gen,"  and 
nothing  else. 

Mr.  Justice  Byrne:  They  have  registered  the  whole  word, 
but  they  do  not  claim  the  exclusive  use  of  "  Hasmato."  You 
may  say  "  Hsemato-tooral-rooral,"  or  anything  you  like. 
(Laughter.)    Is  not  your  proper  course  to  apply  to  remove? 

Mr.  Watt  said  that  was  so  if  his  Lordship  thought  he 
could  not  decide  the  question  on  an  interlocutory  motion. 
Of  course  his  clients  would  move  in  the  ordinary  way  to 
rectify  the  register  if  they  were  so  advised. 

In  the  result,  acting  on  the  suggestion  of  his  Lordship,  the 
defendants,  without  prejudice  to  any  application  they  might 
be  advised  to  make  to  take  the  plaintiff's  trade-mark  off  the 
register,  undertook  until  the  trial  not  to  sell  any  goods  under 
the  name  of  "  Hasmatogen."  The  costs  of  the  motion  were 
made  costs  in  the  action. 

Hollow  ay's  Pills. 

The  action  of  Holloway  v.  Clent  was  mentioned  before  Mr. 
Justice  Swinfen  Eady  in  the  Chancery  Division  on  Friday, 
June  19,  by  way  of  a  motion  by  the  plaintiffs  to  restrain  the 
defendant,  a  manufacturing  chemist,  of  Birmingham,  from 
selling  pills  under  the  name  of  Holloway  in  such  a  way  as 
to  lead  the  public  to  believe  that  they  were  the  plaintiffs' 
pills.  The  defendant  had  purchased  the  business  from  a 
person  of  the  name  of  Holloway,  continuing  the  business  in 
that  name,  and  sold  pills  as  Holloway 's  pills. 

Mr.  Jessel,  for  the  defendant,  said  he  had  received  plain- 
tiffs' affidavits  in  reply  on  Wednesday,  but  they  contained  a 
quantity  of  new  matter  which  he  had  not  had  time  to  deal 
with,  and  he  asked  for  an  adjournment. 

Mr.  Eve,  K.C.,  for  the  plaintiffs,  objected,  and  said  the 
matter  would  have  been  dealt  with  previously  but  for  the 
defendant's  neglect  to  file  evidence.  If  it  was  to  stand 
over  again,  he  should  ask  for  a  peremptory  order  for  delivery 
of  evidence.  He  was,  however,  prepared  to  go  on  without 
referring  to  the  matter  to  which  his  friend  objected. 

Mr.  Jessel  thought  he  could  undertake  not  to  sell  pills 
without  distinguishing  them  from  plaintiffs',  but  could  not  do 
more  than  that. 

Mr.  Eve  said  the  defendant  had  dropped  from  his  small 
boxes  the  name  Holloway,  and  confined  himself  to  the 
description  "  head  and  stomach  pills,"  but  on  larger  boxes  he 
retained  the  name  Holloway,  without  using  an  initial,  and 
there  was  a  label  in  the  same  position  as  the  Government 
stamp  on  plaintiffs'  boxes,  and  not  altogether  unlike  a  Govern- 
ment stamp. 

Counsel  passed  a  box  to  Mr.  Jessel,  who  remarked,  amidst 
laughter,  that  it  was  plaintiffs'. 

Mr.  Eve  said  that  showed  the  confusion  that  was  caused 
by  the  resemblance. 

His  Lordship :  I  am  afraid  I  cannot  take  Mr.  Jessel  as  an 
expert.  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Jessel :  I  had  not  examined  it. 

Mr.  Eve,  continuing,  said  the  defendant  had  carried  on 
business  under  the  name  of  Clent,  Davis  &  Co.  until  eight 
years  ago,  when  he  bought  from  one  Arthur  Holloway  the 
business  of  a  drysalter  and  manufacturer  of  inks,  gums,  and 
furniture-paste,  which  were  perhaps  ingredients  in  the  pills 
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he  sold  now.  Mr.  Arthur  Holloway  had  never  sold  pills,  but 
Mr.  Clent,  having  bought  his  business,  launched  out  with  the 
manufacture  and  sale  of  them  at  his  new  premises,  91  Gooch 
Street,  Birmingham.  Plaintiffs  had  supplied  him  in  his 
own  name  with  their  pills,  and  in  February  this  year  they 
had  printed  for  him  2,000  handbills  advertising  their  own 
goods,  and  with  defendant's  name  at  the  bottom ;  and  he  had 
aggravated  the  offence  by  using  these  handbills  as  wrappers 
for  his  own  pills. 

Mr.  Jessel  said  the  defendant's  agreement  with  Mr.  Arthur 
Holloway  described  the  business  as  that  of  manufacturer  of 
inks,  gums,  furniture-polish,  &c,  and,  whatever  the  "  &c." 
meant,  he  had  a  right  to  use  it.  He  had  never  sold  the  pills 
as  Holloway's  pills  or  described  them  as  a  patent  medicine, 
and  had  never  intentionally  copied  their  catchwords.  He 
read  an  affidavit  stating  that  defendant's  predecessor  had 
sold  pills,  and  that  defendant  used  the  same  label  that  his 
predecessor  had  used.  There  was  much  in  the  defendant's 
conduct  of  his  business  which  he  did  not  seek  to  justify ;  but 
he  had  earned  a  local  reputation  for  his  pills,  which  he  had 
advertised  largely  in  the  neighbourhood,  and  he  had  a  right 
to  an  honest  use  of  the  name. 

His  Lordship  said  this  was  only  an  interlocutory  motion, 
and  at  the  trial  the  facts  might  appear  quite  different ;  but, 
on  the  facts  alleged  by  the  plaintiff,  it  appeared  to  be  a  case 
of  gross  fraud.  He  granted  an  injunction  in  the  terms  of 
the  motion  against  the  defendant  until  the  trial  of  the 
action. 

A  Kodak  Case. 

IS  the  Chancery  Division  of  the  High  Court  of  Justice, 
Dublin,  on  June  19,  before  the  Master  of  the  Rolls,  the  case 
of  Kodak  (Limited)  v.  Mason  was  mentioned. 

Mr.  Brunskill,  B.L.  (instructed  by  Messrs.  Findlater  &  Co., 
solicitors),  for  the  plaintiffs, applied  that  a  consent  entered  into 
be  made  a  rule  of  Court.  The  defendant,  Thos.  Mason,  a  dealer 
in  photographic  requisites,  had  agreed  to  an  injunction 
restraining  him  from  infringing  the  plaintiffs'  registered 
trade-mark  "  Bull's-eye,"  and  it  was  further  agreed  that  the 
defendant  shall  pay  to  the  plaintiff  company  the  sum  of 
11.  3s.  3i.,  being  the  amount  of  the  profits  made  by  the 
defendant  from  the  sale  of  such  films  (not  the  manufacture 
of  the  plaintiffs)  as  "Bull's-eye"  films;  and  that  the 
defendant  shall  pay  to  the  plaintiffs  their  costs  of  action  as 
between  solicitor  and  client,  including  those  of  the  present 
consent. 

His  Lordship  made  the  consent  a  rule  of  Court. 


Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 

An  Assistant  Fined. 
In  the  Sheriff  Courthouse,  Edinburgh,  on  Tuesday,  June  23, 
before  Sheriff  Orphoot,  John  Nicoll,  chemist's  assistant  with 
Dr.  John  McCall,  7  Union  Place,  Edinburgh,  was  charged  at 
the  instance  of  Richard  Bremridge,  Registrar  under  the 
Pharmacy  Acts,  with  contravening  Sections  1  and  15  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act  by  selling  a  quantity  of  chloroform  as  an 
ingredient  in  a  bottle  of  chloroform  liniment.  Accused 
pleaded  guilty. 

Mr.  P.  Morison,  jun  ,  S.S.C.,  who  appeared  for  the  prose- 
cutor, explained  the  circumstances  under  which  the  ch?rge 
was  made.  Dr.  John  McCall  is  a  registered  medical  practi- 
tioner, as  well  as  a  chemist  and  druggist,  registered  under 
Section  3  of  the  Act.  He  has  two  shops— that  in  which  the 
offence  was  committed  and  another  at  329  Leith  Walk. 
His  brother  (Mr.  W.  G.  McCall),  who  was  a  qualified  chemist, 
had  been  in  partnership  with  him,  but  he  died  some  time 
ago.  The  Registrar  had  received  complaints  as  to  the  shops 
being  conducted  by  unqualified  assistants,  but  it 
was  subsequently  ascertained  that  a  qualified  assistant 
had  taken  charge  of  the  Leith  Walk  shop,  and 
that  accused  continued  to  conduct  the  other.  The  respon- 
dent was  alone  in  the  shop  when  the  poison  was  sold  without 
any  hesitation.  The  purchaser  was  an  entire  stranger,  and 
had  never  been  a  patient  of  Dr.  McCall.  Mr.  Morison  also 
mentioned  that  the  liniment  was  not  labelled  "  Poison,"  and 
he  enlarged  upon  the  dangers  of  the  chloroform,  saying  it  is 
resorted  to  in  cases  of  robbery  with  violence,  which  drew 
from  the  Sheriff  the  remark,  "Surely  not  in  the  form  of 
liniment !  It  is  a  familiar  article  in  such  cases  as  rheu- 
matics." Mr.  Morison,  continuing,  referred  to  the  importance 


to  the  public  cf  poisons  being  sold  by  properly  qualified 
persons. 

Mr.  Pitkeathley,  solicitor,  on  behalf  of  accused,  said  Dr. 
McCall  had  been  in  practice  for  thirty  years.  When  his 
brother  died  in  August  last,  a  qualified  assistant  was  put  in  the 
Leith  Walk  shop,  and  Dr.  McCall  superintended  the  shop  in 
Union  Place.  That  was  supposed  to  be  enough.  Accused 
was  under  the  impression  that  Dr.  McCall  was  in  the  back 
shop  when  he  sold  the  chloroform  liniment,  but  Dr.  McCall 
was  not  quite  sure  about  that.  Accused  had  been  for  sixteen 
years  employed  in  this  shop  under  the  supervision  of  Dr. 
McCall.  After  some  further  immaterial  argument,  the 
Sheriff  said  the  object  of  the  prosecution  was  to  secure  the 
employment  of  properly  certificated  assistants.  He  would 
impose  a  penalty  of  11.,  and  11.  3s.  costs.  The  only  way 
for  accused  to  put  himself  right  was  to  obtain  a  proper  certi- 
ficate as  a  chemist  and  druggist.  Failing  payment,  he 
imposed  the  alternative  of  fourteen  days'  imprisonment. 


Medical  Act. 

AT  Marlborough  Street  Police  Court  on  Saturday,  June  20, 
Caleb  Charles  Whitefoord,  31  Upper  Marylebone  Street,  W., 
appeared  before  Mr.  Kennedy  upon  a  summons  taken  out  by 
the  General  Medical  Council  accusing  him  of  falsely  using 
the  title  "doctor,"  and  thus  implying  that  he  was  a  qualified 
medical  practitioner.  Mr.  Muir  Mackenzie  appeared  on 
behalf  of  the  Council,  and  Mr.  Schultess- Young:  for  the 
defence.  Mr.  Mackenzie  explained  that  in  1891  the  de- 
fendant's name  was  struck  off  the  Medical  Register.  He  con- 
tinued to  practise,  and  was  prosecuted  under  Section  40  of 
the  Act  by  the  General  Medical  Council  some  years  ago,  and 
was  fined  5'.,  with  31.  3s.  costs.  The  charge  then  was 
similar  to  the  one  preferred  now — of  vising  "  doctor," 
"accoucheur,"  and  other  titles.  He  was  now  advertising 
extensively  as  "  Dr.  Whitefoord,"  and  inviting  "  consultants," 
as  well  as  selling  pills  and  other  medicines.  Evidence  in 
support  of  the  statement  was  called. 

Mr.  Schultess- Young,  in  defence,  said  it  was  necessary,  in 
order  that  a  conviction  should  follow,  to  show  that  a  person 
in  using  the  title  "  doctor "  did  so  with  some  intent  to 
deceive  "  wilfully  and  falsely,"  as  the  Act  said.  There  was 
nothing  in  the  case  to  show  that,  and  his  client  was  willing 
to  destroy  every  notice  with  the  word  "  doctor"  in  front  of 
his  name,  unless  followed  by  the  word  "  disregistered." 
Defendant  in  the  witness-box  said  it  was  known  from  "  Dan 
to  Beersheba  "  that  he  was  disregistered.  He  was  forced  to 
practise  again,  as  he  was  turned  out  of  the  St.  Pancras 
Workhouse  with  the  suggestion  that  he  should  trade  in  pills. 
He  thought,  owing  to  the  decision  with  regard  to  a  former 
summons,  that  he  might  call  himself  "  Dr.  Whitefoord  "  so 
long  as  he  added  that  he  was  disregistered.  He  was  not 
going  to  do  so  again,  and  had  "had  enough  of  it."  Other 
evidence  showed  that  the  defendant  gave  instructions  to 
assistants  that  customers  must  pay  in  advance,  and  that 
they  were  to  be  informed  that  he  was  not  on  the  register. 

Mr.  Kennedy  said  he  was  clearly  of  opinion  that  the  case 
came  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act,  and  imposed  a  fine  of 
101.,  with  3^.  3s.  costs. 


Juries  Act. 

Exemption  of  Veterinary  Surgeons. 
At  the  High  Court  in  Dublin  last  week,  before  the  Lord 
Chief  Baron,  Mr.  Justice  Andrews,  Mr.  Justice  Johnson,  Mr. 
Justice  Madden,  Mr.  Justice  Boyd,  Mr.  Justice  Barton,  and 
Mr.  Justice  Wright,  the  petition  of  Mr.  Charles  Allen, 
veterinary  surgeon,  43  Rutland  Square,  Dublin,  for  exemp- 
tion from  jury-service  came  up  for  argument  and  decision. 
The  petitioner  had  been  fined  21.  for  non-attendance  as  a 
juror,  and  had  appealed  against  this,  Mr.  Justice  Andrews, 
in  April  last,  referring  the  matter  to  the  present  Court,  with 
the  following  questions : 

1.  Is  the  petitioner  entitled  to  the  exemption  he  claims  from 
being  returned,  and  from  serving  on  any  jury,  inquest,  or  inquiry 
in  any  court,  or  on  any  occasion  whatsoever  ? 

2.  Is  the  petitioner  entitled  to  a  remission  of  the  fine  referred 
to  in  his  petition  '? 

Mr.  Dudley  White  argued  for  the  petitioner  that  he  was 
exempted  from  jury-service  as  he  came  within  the  descrip- 
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tion  of  persons  exempted  in  Section  20  of  the  Juries  Procedure 
(Ireland)  Act,  39  and  40  Vict.,  cap.  78,  as  being  a  "  licensed 
medical  practitioner,"  and,  further,  of  persons  heretofore 
exempted  by  virtue  of  prescription,  charter,  grant,  writ,  or 
local  Act  of  Parliament.  The  charter  of  the  Koyal  College 
of  Surgeons,  dated  March  8,  1844,  declares  and  grants  that 
the  veterinary  art  as  practised  by  the  members  of  the  body 
of  politic  and  corporate  of  the  College  of  Veterinary  Sur- 
geons should  thenceforth  be  recognised  as  a  profession,  and 
that  the  members  of  the  said  body  should  be  recognised  as 
of  the  said  profession.  Mr.  White  cited  various  sections  of 
the  Medical  Acts  bearing  upon  the  question,  and  also  the 
dscided  cases^ 

Mr.  Cecil  Atkinson  (instructed  by  Sir  P.  Coll,  C.B.,  Chief 
Crown  Solicitor)  submitted  that  the  Court  must  look  at  the 
Juries  Act  itself,  and  give  the  exemption  therein  specified  the 
strict  and  literal  construction  that  the  Act  intended,  and  he 
contended  that  " medical  practitioner "  could  on]y  mean  a 
person  engaged  in  the  practice  of  medicine  in  the  ordinary 
acceptation  of  the  term,  and  could  not  be  extended  so  as  to 
include  a  totally  separate  class  of  persons,  even  though  in 
the  exercise  of  their  skill  they  might  be  concerned  in  the 
mixing  of  drugs.  Their  grievance  must  remain,  as  in  the 
case  of  the  dentists,  until  some  future  Act  of  Parliament 
relieved  them  from  this  duty. 

The  Judges  having  consulted,  the  Lord  Chief  Baron 
announced  that  the  majority  were  of  opinion  that  the 
petitioner  was  entitled  to  the  exemption  claimed,  and  that 
both  questions  should  be  answered  in  the  affirmative.

Be  C.  R.  Valentine,  Wellington  Chambers,  London  Bridge, 
Colonial  Broker  and  Merchant.— The  affairs  of  this  debtor  came 
before  Mr.  Registrar  Linklater  at  the  sitting  of  the  London 
Bankiuptcy  Court  on  June  22  in  connection  with  his  application  for 
an  order  of  discharge.

The  Medicine-stamp  Problem. 
SlK, — It  does  not  appear  to  have  occurred  to  any  of  your 
recent  correspondents  that  the  simplest  way  of  settling  this 
vexed  question,  which  from  time  to  time  stirs  to  its  depths 
the  whole  pharmaceutical  world,  would  be  to  abolish  the 
duty  altogether.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  whole 
purpose  of  the  medicine-stamp  is  to  raise  money.  It  is  not 
to  give  any  advantage  to  the  chemist  over  the  outsider  or  to 
restrict  the  chemist  from  trying  to  fulfil  the  functions  of  a 
medical  man.  These  are  objects  worthy,  perhaps,  of  the  atten- 
tion of  the  proper  authorities,  but  they  do  not  form  any  part  of 
the  purpose  of  the  medicine-stamp,  which  is  solely  a  matter  of 
revenue.  Now,  did  ever  any  tax  which  yields  so  little  cost 
so  much  trouble  to  a  large  section  of  the  trade  and  semi- 
professional  community  ?  The  Acts  have  been  in  force  for 
ninety  years,  yet  there  has  never  been  found,  as  far  as  I  am 
aware,  and  however  much  attention  may  have  been  bestowed 
upon  the  question,  a  single  chemist  or  a  single  officer  of  the 
Inland  Revenue  who  was  quite  certain  as  to  what  articles 
were  liable  or  what  were  not  liable  to  duty.  What  other 
class  of  the  community  but  chemists  would  suffer  the 
constant  uncertainty,  the  anxiety  of  not  knowing  at  what 
moment  an  officer  may  be  inspecting  his  establishment  to 
try  and  find  out  what  neither  of  them  knew,  whether  there 
were  any  articles  liable  to  duty  in  the  window  or  on  the 
counter  ?  Most  chemists  have  in  their  possession  labels 
which  have  been  stamped  by  the  I.  R.  authorities  them- 
selves as  "  liable  "  on  one  date  and  "  not  liable  "  on  another. 
When  doctors  themselves  differ  the  poor  patients  come  to 
grief.  No  other  class  of  retailers  is  taxed  for  revenue  pur- 
poses in  the  same  way  as  the  chemist.  His  brains  are  taxed, 
his  name  is  taxed,  his  preparations,  if  properly  described,  are 
taxed,  the  directions  for  use  are  taxed,  the  apostrophe  "s" 
is  taxed,  and  last,  but  not  least,  his  nerves  are  taxed.  The 
last  is  perhaps  the  most  serious  point  for  the  public, 
because  the  chemist  performs  very  serious  duties,  involving 
in  their  proper  fulfilment  the  issues  of  health,  and  even  life. 
When  a  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  can  throw  off  ten 
millions  of  taxation,  surely  some  other  means  might  be 
found  than  this  inconvenient  and  uncertain  medicine-tax  of 
300  000/. 

It  might  be  interesting  to  hear  the  opinions  of  your  other 
readers  on  this  subject,  and  this  must  be  my  apology  for 
suggesting  it.

Sir, — I  sent  a  large  number  of  labels  to  Somerset  House 
and  have  had  them  returned,  practically  speaking,  all  being 
stamped  "  Liable  to  duty."  The  interpretation  now  given 
appears  to  be  in  most  cases  very  absurd,  and  I  think  Mr. 
Glyn- Jones  had  better  have  left  sleeping  dogs  lie,  but  sup- 
pose it  is  hopeless  to  expect  combined  action,  and  that  each 
individual  will  have  to  fight  it  out  for  himself,  and  that  is 
what  I  intend  to  do.  The  closing  paragraph  of  your  last 
week's  leader  states  that  for  revenue  purposes  the  authorities 
regard  stores  as  chemists.  I  am  told  that  large  numbers  of 
small  shopkeepers  are  about  to  apply  for  patent-medicine 
licences,  and  the  inference  is  that  these  will  then  be  like- 
wise regarded  as  chemists.  Once  acknowledged  as  such  by  an 
important  Government  Department,  what  follows  ;  and  whose 
business  is  it  to  intervene  ?  I  am  also  informed  that  a  brick- 
layer, a  joiner,  a  beer  off-licence  holder,  their  wives,  and  one 
other  have  subscribed  Is.  each,  and  are  forming  a  limited 
liability  company,  capital  7.<.  (less  5.«.  patent-medicine 
licence),  and  that  they  intend  to  run  a  cash-chemists' 
business  in  this  neighbourhood.

Peppermint-oil  Adulterants. 

Sir, — 1  notice  in  your  last  issue  a  reprint  of  a  certificate 
of  analysis  issued  by  myself  on  a  sample  of  oil  of  pepper- 
mint, in  which  I  expressed  the  opinion  that  oil  of  copaiba 
(African)  was  used  therein  as  an  adulterant.  I  was  not  aware 
that  this  certificate  was  to  be  published.  In  the  ordinary 
course  of  events,  this  would  be  a  mitter  of  no  moment; 
but,  as  it  has  been  published,  I  shall  be  glad  if  you  will 
spare  me  space  for  the  following  explanation  :  Samples  of 
this  special  oil  were  submitted  to  Mr.  J.  C.  Umney  and  to 
myself  at  the  same  time,  and  the  adulterant  has  been 
separated  independently  in  Mr.  Umney's  laboratory  by  Mr. 
C.  T.  Bennett,  and  in  my  own  laboratory  by  myself.  The 
further  details  of  this  work  are  being  pushed  forward,  and 
we  hope  to  publish  a  joint-note  on  the  subject  in  the  course 
of  a  week  or  two,  which  should  have  been  the  earliest 
publication  on  the  matter.

The  recommendation  comes 
within  the  exemption  secured  through  Farmer  v.  Glyn-Jones, 
as  the  formula  for  the  preparation  was  first  published  in  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist,  having  previously  been  made 
public  on  the  Continent,  where  salicylic  collodion  was 
prescribed  by  physicians  for  the  purpose  indicated. 

73/57.  Sylva. — The  guide  which  you  send  is  neither  a 
■colourable  imitation  of  yours  nor  an  infringement  of  your 
•copyright.  We  do  not  see  anything  in  the  smaller  one 
directly  copied  from  yours,  and  there  are  some  things  vastly 
different — e.g.,  in  one  high  water  is  fully  two  hours  earlier  in 
.one  guide  than  it  is  in  the  other.  This  may  give  you  a 
point. 

74/10.  J.  Z.— See  reply  to  "  C.  F.  H.,"  which  answers 
iboth  the  points  that  you  raise. 

72/60.  C.  F.  H.  puts  the  following  question  :  "  When

~w  uld  the  printing  of  the  names,  such  as  'containing 
squills,  ipecacuanha,  morphia-solution  and  glycerin,'  be 
sufficient  to  show  the  non-secretiveness  of  the  preparation 
and  render  it  not  liable  to  duty  1  " — It  is  a  full  disclosure  of 
Vie  composition  of  remedies  that  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue 


require.  We  understand  "  full  disclosure  "  to  mean  such  a 
statement  as  would  enable  any  qualified  chemist  to  make  a 
similar  preparation.  The  quantities  should  therefore  be 
stated  somewhat  after  the  style  of  the  compound  syrup  of 
hypophosphites  label  in  The  Chemists'  and  Druggists' 
Diary,  page  527.  In  the  case  stated  by  our  correspondent 
the  disclosure  might  take  the  following  form  : — ■ 

Each  dose  of  this  mixture  contains  syr.  seillae  try*.,  vln. 
ipecac,  111.  v.,  liq.  morph.  hyd.  in. v.,  and  glycerin,  tnxx. 

74/8.  Pioneer. — The  foot-powder  envelope  does  not 
render  the  article  liable  to  stamp-duty,  and  if  an  entire  drug 
it  may  be  sold  by  anybody ;  but  if  recommended  for  the 
prevention  or  cure  of  any  ailment,  sellers  (e.g.,  limited 
companies  and  grocers)  who  are  not  qualified  chemists  must 
take  out  a  patent-medicine  licence.  This  does  not  apply  to 
your  powder. 

72/40.  H.  H. — (1)  "  Digestive  mixture  "  is  not  a  dutiable 
title,  but  "  Indigestion-mixture  "  is.  "Bismuth-mixture"  is 
not  a  dutiable  title.  If  a  label  bearing  such  a  title  as 
"Indigestion-mixture"  is  marked  "Prepared  according  to 
'  Pharmaceutical  Formulas '  "  (with  indication  of  which 
formula),  the  article  need  not  be  stamped  when  sold  by  a 
qualified  chemist.  (2)  A  trivial  alteration  of  a  preparation 
made  according  to  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas "  would 
not  invalidate  the  marking,  but  change  of  the  flavour  from 
peppermint  to  chloroform  cannot  be  regarded  as  trivial. 
(3)  You  have  misread  our  remark.  We  do  not  think  that 
the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  have  the  power  to  receive  from 
a  qualified  chemist  the  formulae  according  to  which  he  com- 
pounds his  preparations,  so  as  to  enable  him  to  declare  on 
his  labels  "  Prepared  from  formula  deposited  with  the  Board 
of  Inland  Revenue."  Such  preparations  would  be  secret 
remedies,  and  must  be  stamped.  We  have  said  that  the 
Board  might  have,  as  an  alternative  course,  received  proof 
from  retailers  that  the  preparations  sold  by  them  are 
"  known,  admitted,  and  approved  remedies,"  but  the  Board 
have  adopted  another  course,  and  there  is  an  end  of  the 
matter.  Please  clearly  understand  that  the  conditions  under 
which  qualified  chemists  may  sell  ailment-named  remedies 
without  payment  of  stamp-duty  are  fully  laid  down  in  the' 
Board's  letter  which  was  published  on  June  6.  There 
appears  to  be  a  disposition  (we  judge  from  many  letters 
we  have  received)  to  conceal  the  composition  of  articles. 
That  may  be  desirable  from  a  business  point  of  view,  but  it 
is  as  clear  as  daylight  that  if  the  composition  is  not  fully 
disclosed  the  ailment-named  article  must  be  stamped.  If 
John  Smith,  qualified  chemist,  wants  to  make  his  label  such 
that  his  opponent  Robert  Brown,  qualified  chemist,  will  not 
know  what  the  article  is,  John  Smith  must  stamp  the 
remedy,  and  say  nothing  about  its  composition.  We  do  not 
think  this  will  be  necessary  for  penny-trade,  because  in  the 
B.P.  and  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas  "  there  is  ample 
material  for  such  labelling  as  :

Household-liniment. 
(Lin.  Album.,  Phar.  Formulas,  III.) 

72/70.  S.  S.  tS.— (1)  If  small  shopkeepers  have  in  stock 
on  September  30  penny  remedies  which  bear  dutiable  labels, 
they  must  either  change  the  labels  or  stamp  the  remedies. 
The  wholesalers  from  whom  they  buy  the  articles  will,  for 
their  own  sake,  we  presume,  inform  their  customers  of  the 
changed  interpretation  of  the  law  and  supply  them  with  new 
labels.  (2)  A  label  such  as  "  The  Pills  :  Two  or  three  to  be 
taken  when  necessary  "  is  not  dutiable.  If  the  name  of  an 
ailment  or  a  part  of  the  human  body  is  added,  the  article 
becomes  dutiable. 

Gold  Paint  was  called  upon  a  few  months  ago  by 
a  traveller,  who  stated  that  the  goods  he  offered  were  in 
good  demand,  and  he  gave  the  names  of  persons  in  other 
parts  who  were  selling  the  goods  largely.  "  Gold  Paint  "  on 
this  representation,  gave  an  order  for  the  goods,  which,  he 
has  since  found,  do  not  sell,  and  the  persons  in  other  places 
state  that  this  is  their  experience  also.  What  remedy  has 
"Gold  Paint"?  [Ashe  was  induced  to  purchase  the  goods 
by  misrepresentation,  he  should  repudiate  the  purchase  and 
return  the  goods  to  the  makers.]

246  67.  C.  M. — We  generally  refer  to  the  various  editions 
of  Gray's  "  Supplement"  when  wanting  information  on  such 
subjects  as  Irish  slate.

Rex  sends  a  small  portion  of  a  liquid  made  by 
dissolving  a  powder  in  1  pint  of  water.  A  wineglassful  of 
the  solution  is  mixed  with  1  lb.  of  salts  and  given  to  cattle 
for  red-water.  The  liquid  contains  both  potassium  nitrate 
and  sodium  salicylate,  but  in  the  absence  of  fuller  particulars 
we  have  not  pushed  our  inquiries  further. 

C.  B  W. — The  active  part  of  the  disinfectant 
liquid  you  send  is  the  "  creosote  oils  "  produced  from  blast- 
furnace gases.  Some  camphoraceous  bodies  are  also 
present,  the  ingredients  being  emulsified  by  means  of  resin- 
soap. 

— This  owes  its 
tonic  properties  to  the  peroxide  of  iron  it  contains.  A  tea- 
spoonful-dose  would  be  equivalent  to  15  gr.  of  iron;  the 
diluent  is  ground  malt. 

28/41.  A.  M. — We  found  ext.  cascara  sag.,  ext.  glycyrrh., 
and  sodii  bicarb,  in  the  "  bronchitis  "  mixture,  and  this  did 
not  encourage  us  to  proceed  any  further.

27/65.  A.  B.  R. — Drink-cure. — We  are  unable  to  confirm 
your  suspicion  that  apomorphine  is  present  in  the  powder 
you  send.  We  have  also  suspected  emetine,  but  as  far  as. 
the  quantity  would  allow  us  to  test  the  results  were  negative. 
Perhaps  some  reader  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  with 
experience  in  the  composition  of  drink-cures  will,  on  seeing 
this,  make  suggestions.

MEDICINE-STAMP  ACTS. 

The  Position  op  Companies. 
On  Thursday,  June  25,  before  Mr.  Dentnan,  sitting'  at  Mary- 
lebone  Police  Court,  Needhams  (Limited)  were  charged,  at 
the  instance  of  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue,  with  se'ling 
unstamped  eleven  medicinal  preparations — viz.,  Needhams' 
blood-purifier,  Needhams'  chilblain-liniment,  Needhams' 
chlorodyne,  Needhams'  catarrh-salts,  Needhams'  cod -liver- 
oil  emulsion  and  hypophosphites,  compound  tonic  gargle, 
quinine-and-iron  tonic,  solution  of  cod-liver  oil  with  milt 
extract,  ammoniated  tincture  of  valerian,  Needhams' 
diarrhcea-mixture,  and  tincture  of  rhubarb.  Mr.  Denniss, 
barrister,  of  the  Solicitors'  Department,  Somerset  House, 
conducted  the  prosecution ;  and  Mr.  Bonsey,  barrister 
(instructed  by  Messrs.  J.  Mote  &  Son),  appeared  for  the 
defence. 

The  case  for  the  prosecution  was  that  all  the  articles  were 
held  out  and  recommended  as  remedies  in  a  medical  adviser 
incorporated  with  the  company's  price-list,  and  were 
also  in  that  list  included  under  a  general  heading  "Patent 
Medicines  and  Proprietary  Articles."  Mr.  Denniss  proved 
that  the  defendants  are  a  limited  company  and  said  he 
understood  his  friend  was  to  claim  the  exemption,  but 
defendants  were  a  company,  and  it  was  impossible  for  a 
company  to  serve  an  apprenticeship.  Mr.  Thomas  Jameson, 
Inland  Revenue  officer,  proved  the  purchase  of  the  articles  at 
the  company's  shop,  48  High  Street,  Notting  Hill. 

Before  Mr.  Jameson  left  the  box  Mr.  Bonsey  tried  to  get 
him  to  acknowledge  that  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  have 
been  inconsistent  in  administration,  but  Mr.  Jameson  looked 
far  too  innocent  to  give  his  Department  away,  and  said  no- 
thing, whereupon  Mr.  Bonsey,  taking  up  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  of  June  20,  read  Mr.  Stoodley's  letter  about 
labels  like  "  Cough-mixture "  "not  being  dutiable  until 
September  30.  Mr.  Bonsey  then  entered  upon  his  argument 
for  the  defence,  which  was  clever,  but  we  shall  not  attempt 
to  deal  fully  with  it  now  while  the  printing-machine  is 
waiting.  It  may  suffice  to  say  that  his  case  was,  in  respect 
to  most  of  the  articles  (the  others  he  acknowledged  to  be 
liable),  that  they  came  within  the  exemption  of  the  1812 
Act,  and  by  Farmer  Glyn- Jones  these  common  medicines 
which  are  nobody's  property  may  be  sold  by  chemists.  He 
proceeded  to  show  why  Needhams  (Limited)  are  chemists. 
First  when  the  Act  passed  limited  companies  did  not  exist,  but 
the  Inland  Revenue  authorities  grant  companies  licences  to 
sell  stamped  medicines.  Needhams  (Limited)  are  licensed. 
In  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  v.  the  London  and  Provincial 
Supply  Association  it  was  held  that  before  the  Pharmacy 
Act  companies  might  carry  on  business  as  chemists,  and 
they  may  do  so  still.  The  managing  director  of  Needhams 
(Limited)  is  Mr.  Needham,  a  qualified  chemist,  and  the 
manager  of  48  High  Street,  NottiDg  Hill  is  a  qualified 
chemist  also.  He  sold  the  articles.  Surely,  Mr.  Bonsey 
argued,  there  is  here  all  the  qualification  contemplated  by 
the  1812  Act.  This  argument  was  cleverly  elaborated,  and 
Mr.  Bonsey  was  getting  warmed  to  the  subject  when 

The  Magistrate  indicated  that  the  case  had  reached  the 
adjournment  stage,  and  he  did  not  know  when  he  would  be 
back  at  the  court  again. 

Mr.  Bonsey  then  consulted  his  client,  and  said  he  was 
willing  to  plead  guilty  in  all  the  cases  for  the  nominal  fine 
of  11.  each. 

Mr.  Denniss  agreed,  and  the  Magistrate  was  not  averse, 
although  he  said  it  was  a  foregone  conclusion  in  his  mind, 
and,  without  prejudging  the  matter,  he  was  against  Mr. 
Bonsey  on  the  company  point.  This  was  a  question  as  to 
liability  to  stamp-duty,  not  a  question  of  mens  rea.  The 
people  who  avoided  the  duty  were  the  company,  not  the 
person  who  sold  the  articles,  and  the  company  must  pay  the 
penalties. 

So  the  case  ended.  We  hope  to  return  to  the  matter  in 
oar  next. 


— Advertisements  printed  upon  wrapping- 
paper  are  not  considered  very  good  form,  so  a  New  York  druggist 
makes  use  of  the  nearest  alternative— the  twine  with  which  the 
packages  are  secured.  The  twine  is  in  the  form  of  a  pretty  tipe, 
ornamented  with  a  red  border,  is  about  one-eighth  inch  wide,  and 
beara  the  name  and  address  of  the  druggist  repeated  along  the 
centre,  not  unlike  the  figures  upon  the  ribbon  of  a  tape  machine. 
Its  novelty  causes  remark,  hence  the  value  of  the  advertisement. 
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NOTICE  TO  BUYERS  —The  prices  given  in  this  section  a/» 
those  obtained  by  importers  or  manufacturers  for  bulk 
quantities  or  original  packages.  To  these  prices  various 
charges  have  to  be  added,  whereby  values  are  in  many 
instances  greatly  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  stock 
the  goods.  Qualities  of  drugs  and  oils  vary  greatly,  and 
higher  prices  are  commanded  by  selected  qualities  even  in 
bulk  quantities.  It  would  be  unreasonable  for  retail  buyers 
to  expect  to  get  small  quantities  at  anything  like  the  prices 
here  quoted.

BUSINESS  in  drugs  and  chemicals  continues  much  as 
previously  reported,  the  reduction  in  quinine  being  the 
only  change  of  note  since  our  last  report.  Citrate  of  iron 
and  quinine  is  also  slightly  lower.  Cream  of  tartar  is  firmer, 
tartaric  and  citric  acids  being  unchanged.  There  has  been 
more  inquiry  for  ergot,  and  prices  are  tending  firmer.  Both 
crude  and  refined  camphor  are  firmly  held.  Shellac  has 
been  in  good  demand,  and  spot  prices  are  higher  for  standard 
TN.  The  following  are  the  principal  alterations  in  value, 
including  those  recorded  at  the  drug-auctions  :

Amsterdam  Cinchona=auctions. 

A  meeting  of  Amsterdam  cinchona-importers,  convened  by 
Messrs.  D.  M.  &  C.  Watering,  was  held  on  June  12,  when  some 
fifteen  firms  were  represented.  The  object  of  the  meeting  was  to 
come  to  an  understanding  between  the  various  importers  as  to  the 
quantity  of  bark  to  be  offered  from  time  to  time  at  various  auc- 
tions. The  Chairman  was  Mr.  J.  Vorstelman,  who  stated  that 
during  a  recent  visit  to  Java  he  had  conferred  with  some  of  the 
largest  exporters  of  cinchona,  and  promised  them  he  would  endea- 
vour to  influence  the  importers  to  come  to  a  working-arrangement. 
He  also  referred  to  the  unfavourable  condition  of  the  auctions, 
by  which  it  was  possible  at  one  time  to  offer,  say,  four  thousand 
packages,  and  at  another,  ten  or  eleven  thousand  packages, 
rtgardless  of  the  condition  of  the  market.  This  was  the  chief 
point  of  discussion,  and  the  Chairman  expressed  the  opinion  that 
an  improvement  would  only  be  possible  if,  at  each  of  the  ten 
auctions  held  during  the  year,  only  one- tenth  of  the  estimated 
harvest  would  be  placed  on  the  market.  He,  therefore,  proposed 
that  a  circular  be  issued  to  the  proprietors  of  the  various  planta- 
tions, asking  each  individual  to  fill  up  the  estimate  of  his  crop. 
These  returns  would  be  sent  into  a  committee  at  Amsterdam.  It 
would  then  be  possible  to  obtain  an  estimate  of  the  whole  harvest 
and  allot  one-tenth  of  it  for  each  auction.  The  quantities  that 
are  first  warehoused  would  be  first  offered  for  auction.  Parcels 
left  unsold  would  be  offered  at  the  next  auction,  in  addition  to  the 
quantity  to  be  sold  under  this  arrangement.  All  parties  to  the 
scheme  would  agree  not  to  sell  either  new  or  unsold  parcels  other- 
wise than  by  public  auction.  After  a  loDg  discussion,  a  committee 
was  appointed,  consisting  of  the  firms  of  Messrs.  D.  M.  & 
C.  Watering,  Tiedeman  en  van  Kerchem,  and  A.  Hendrichs  &  Co., 
who  will  draw  up  a  circular-letter  to  be  sent  to  the  various  Java 
planters,  asking  them  for  exact  figures  as  to  their  individual  pro- 
duction, with  the  object  of  regulating  the  auctions. 

Cardamoms  in  Auction. 

The  unprecedentedly  large  offerings  of  cardamoms  which  were 
brought  forward  at  the  auctions  to-day  afforded  a  suitable 
opportunity  for  considering  whether  the  existing  arrangements, 
whereby  they  are  sold  together  with  the  drugs,  should  be  altered. 
Mr.  Charles  Umney,  in  bringing  forward  the  question  on  behalf 
of    the  wholesale  druggists,  said  there    were  no   less  than 


770  packages,  in  442  lots,  offered  that  day,  and  although  such 
large  quantities  might  be  advantageous  to  the  brokers,  still  it 
was  a  waste  of  time  to  many  of  the  wholesalers  to  sit  there 
for,  say,  two  hours  and  see  them  sold.  Cardamoms  were  un- 
interesting to  many  of  them,  and  he  suggested  that  they  should 
precede  the  drug- sale,  more  especially  as  they  had  a  precedent 
in  vanilla-auctions,  which  formerly  went  with  drugs.  He 
hoped  the  brokers  would  consider  the  matter  in  September  or 
October  when  arranging  the  sales  for  the  ensuing  year,  so  that 
the  present  drug-sales  might  be  modified  in  some  way,  and 
cardamoms  form  a  distinct  auction.  Mr.  R.  N.  Dalton  (Messrs. 
Dalton  &;  Young1,  who  occupied  the  rostrum  at  the  time  Mr. 
Umney  rose,  said  his  (Mr.  Umney's)  suggestion  was  a  good  one, 
and  thought  that  some  satisfactory  arrangement  could  be  carried 
out,  which  would  be  submitted  to  buyers  later.  A  desultory 
discussion  followed,  during  which  various  suggestions  were  made, 
but  it  is  understood  the  brokers  will  talk  the  matter  over,  and 
submit  a  proposal. 

A  Camphor  Claim. 

The  margin  conveyed  in  the  word  "  about "  has  just  been 
settled  in  a  case  reported  in  the  Chemiker  Zeitung,  which  was  a 
claim  against  M.  Samuel  &  Co.,  of  London,  the  monopolists  of 
the  camphor-business,  by  Franz  Fritzsche  &  Co.,  of  Hamburg,  to 
supply  a  substitute  parcel  of  camphor  or  pay  damages  in 
respect  to  a  parcel  bought  by  the  latter  of  the  former  firm 
of  camphor  oil  to  contain  40  per  cent,  camphor  "  about."  The 
delivery  was  alleged  to  be  inferior.  Buyers  refused  the  parcel, 
and  demanded  goods  as  per  contract  or  damages.  The  Court 
held  that  38  per  cent,  camphor  would  have  been  a  good  (5  per 
cent.)  delivery,  but  as  the  parcel  refused  contained  less  it 
sustained  plaintiffs'  claim  for  a  good  delivery  or  alternative 
compensation. 


Camphor. — English  refined  is  firmly  held,  as  refiners 
would  not  now  be  able  to  buy  crude  at  anything  like  former 
prices.  Japanese  crude  has  been  sold  at  165s.,  c.i.f.,  for  July- 
August  shipment,  but  it  is  doubtful  if  more  is  obtainable  at 
this  price.  In  auction  5  cases  of  Japanese  refined  1-oz. 
tablets  (Sumitomo  brand)  were  held  at  2s.  per  lb. 

The  Tokio  coi respondent  of  the  Times  reports  that  150 
Formosan  savages  attacked  a  camphor  refinery  at  Gilan  and  killed 
eleven  Japanese,  including  policemen. 

Cannabis  Indica.— Small  sales  of  tops  have  been  ma:  e 
at  3s.  3d.  per  lb. 

Cassia  Lignea. — Unfavourable  reports  about  the  new 
crop  have  strengthened  prices  considerably  in  China,  and 
dealers  are  unwilling  to  make  any  offers.  Selected  cassia  is 
quoted  38s.  9d.,  and  selected  broken  ditto  34s.  6d.,  c.  and  f. 
steamer  Hamburg. 

Chamomiles. — The  Italian  crop  has  proved  satisfactory, 
and  from  Trieste  a  good  demand  is  reported,  quotations 
ranging  from  25s.  to  50s.  per  cwt.  in  bags,  gross  for  net. 

Cocoa  Butter.— The  auction  to  be  held  at  Amsterdam 
on  July  7  will  consist  of  70  tons  Van  Houten's,  16  tons  De 
Jong,  11  tons  Mercuurstaaf,  and  3  tons  Mignon,  while  on  the 
same  date  in  London  40  tons  Cadbury's  brand  will  be 
offered. 

Cuttlefish-bone.  —  Arrivals  on  the  Trieste  market 
continue  extremely  scarce,  and  quality  shows  a  falling  off. 
There  has  been  a  brisk  demand,  parcels  being  taken  up  at 
once,  while  fishers  are  raising  their  pretensions.  In  auction 
small  broken  bone  sold  at  2d.  per  lb. 

Ergot. — There  has  been  more  inquiry  for  ergot  this  week 
principally  from  Hamburg,  and  the  market  is  rather  firmer 
in  consequence,  Russian  or  Spanish  being  quoted  at  from 
Is.  l\d.  to  Is.  \\d.  per  lb.,  c.i.f.  In  auction  19  bags  of 
Spanish,  slightly  weevilly  and  damp,  were  limited  at  Is.  2d. 
per  lb.    Russian  was  also  held  at  Is.  2d.  for  slightly  wormy.

Horehound  is  a  very  scarce  article,  and  quotations  are 
unobtainable. 

Lime-juice  is  firmly  held,  and  business  has  been  dene  at 
Is.  3d.  per  gal.  for  fair  quality. 
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Oil,  Cajuput. — There  is  very  little  to  be  had  on  the 
spot,  and  from  Amsterdam  the  equivalent  of  3s.  6i.  per 
bottle  is  quoted. 

Oil,  Cod- liver. — The  London  market  is  quiet  and  un- 
changed. Our  Bergen  correspondent  writes  on  June  20  that 
the  Finmarken  fishing  will  probably  close  next  week.  The 
market  is  very  quiet,  as  is  usual  at  this  season  of  the  year, 
finest  non-congealing  cod-liver  oil  being  quoted  at  480s.  per 
barrel,  f.o.b.  terms.  The  exports  from  Bergen  to  date 
amount  to  1,227  barrels  against  4.291J  barrels  at  the  corre- 
sponding period  of  last  year.  In  the  drug-auction  4  barrels 
of  inferior  brown  oil  sold  without  reserve  at  110s.  per  barrel. 

Opium. — The  London  market  remains  quiet,  but  prices  are 
firm.  There  has  been  rather  a  better  demand  for  Persian  on 
the  spot,  and  nothing  is  obtainable  below  9.?.  3d.  per  lb. 
Salonica  opium  is  in  small  supply,  10s.  6 1,  being  wanted,  and 
for  common  Karahissar  8s.  lOd.  to  8s.  lid. 

Smyrna,  June  12. —  A  slight  concession  on  the  part  of  holders 
has  been  made  this  week,  but  unfortunately  it  comes  too  late,  as 
most  of  the  buyers  who  had  orders  in  hand  waiting  fulfilment 
have  had  instructions  to  cancel  them.  Information  from  the 
producing-sources  as  regards  the  crop  is  contradictory,  reports 
being  favourable  in  certain  quarters  and  unfavourable  in  others. 
Generally,  however,  the  weather  continues  rainy  and  cold,  which 
increases  the  anxiety.  The  sales  for  the  week  amount  to  17  cases 
for  exportation,  and  include  12  eases  current  Karahissar  t.q.,  at 
the  equivalent  of  8s.  9d.  per  lb  ,  c.i.f.,  3  cases  choice  Karahissar 
t.q.  at  9s.,  and  2  cases  current  Yerli  at  9s.  id.  Market  closes 
quiet.  The  arrivals  in  Smyrna  to  date  amount  to  5,305  cases, 
against  3,453  caees,  of  which  29  consist  of  new  crop,  against  61  of 
new  crop  at  the  same  date  last  year.  Another  Smyrna  corre- 
spondent also  writes,  on  June  12,  that  a  slight  concession  on  the 
part  of  holders  has  been  made,  but  it  has  met  with  practically  no 
response  from  buyers,  the  only  business  done  being  7  cases 
current  t  q.  for  the  United  Stages  at  8s.  3d.,  and  2  cases  rich 
selected  at  8s.  Id.,  f.o.b.,  for  the  Continent. 

Otto  of  Rose. — In  addition  to  the  advices  already 
published,  we  have  received  further  news  from  another 
source  regarding  the  new  crop,  which  confirms  what  has 
already  been  said.  It  is  to  the  following  effect:  "This 
year's  crop  will  be  very  early,  and  one  of  the  largest  on 
record  as  regards  distillation,  which  is  almost  complete. 
The  weather  has  been  exceptionally  fine  for  gathering  the 
rose-leaves,  the  crop  of  which  is  exceedingly  good  in  quality 
and  quantity.  Until  the  whole  crop  is  collected  and  dis- 
tilled it  is  impossible  to  name  a  price  for  the  new  oil,  but  it 
is  almost  certain  the  price  will  be  very  low.''

Whiffens  have  also 
lowered  their  price  to  Is. ;  and  P.  &  G.  (French)  make  is 
quoted  ll±d.  American  makers  follow  the  reduction, 
quoting  23i.  Prices  of  quinine  salts  have  also  been  revised, 
and  the  following  are  the  values  for  some  of  the  more 
important  in  100  oz.  tins  :  Hydrochloride,  hydrobromide,  and 
salicylate,  all  Is.  5d. ;  citrate,  Is.  b\d.  ;  phosphate,  Is.  Id.  ; 
bisulphate,  Is.  0^d. ;  tannate,  5§d.  to  9|d. ;  and  valerianate, 
Is.  3d.  In  second-hands  the  market  for  sulphate  has  ruled 
quiet,  with  small  spot  sales  at  10^d. ;  but  for  good  brands  of 
recent  make  10^d  is  wanted. 

The  Amsterdam  quinine- works  have  reduced  their  prices  for 
Ed.  II.  by  1  fl.  per  kilo.,  and  Ed.  III.  by  H  fl.  per  kilo.,  their 
quotations  now  being,  Ed.  IL  21  fl.,  and  Ed.  III.  25g  fl.,  per  kilo. 

The  result  of  the  tender  held  on  June  24  at  Batavia  is 
as  follows :-Of  9,902  kilos.  (Ed.  II)  offered,  2,412  kilos,  were 
sold,  at  an  average  of  15f.  per  kilo,  (about  equal  5J  cents.

London  Drug-auctions. 

The  general  depression  in  trade  was  fully  reflected  at  the  auctions 
of  new  and  old  drugs  to-day,  when  a  Urge  proportion  of  the  goods 
passed  the  hammer  unsold.  The  tone  may  be  described  as  dull, 
but  rather  better  than  that  experienced  at  the  auctions  held  a- 
fortnight  ago.  Perhaps  the  chief  feature  was  the  collapse  of 
cardamoms,  owing  to  the  excessive  supplies  offered.  Cape  aloes- 
sold  at  extreme  prices  but  other  descriptions  were  neglected. 
Asafetida  sold  cheaply  "  without  reserve."  Sumatra  benzoin  was 
flat,  the  bulk  of  the  offerings  consisting  of  medium  seconds,  with 
which  the  market  is  glutted.  Bachu  was  rather  easier,  and 
balsams  were  neglectei.  Dragon's-blood  in  reed  brought  good 
prices,  but  for  block,  which  was  in  plentiful  supply,  there  was  no 
demand.  Jamaica  honey  was  quiet  but  steady  at  late  rates. 
Both  Rio  and  Cartageni  ipecacuanha  were  easier,  very  little 
being  disposed  of.  JaUp  dropped  id.  pec  lb  ,  the  demand  being 
better  at  the  decline.

The  prices  paid  for  the  manufacturing- 
bark  ranged  from  3c.  to  68|c.  per  \  kilo.,  and  druggists' 
bark  from  9gC.  to  52f c.  per  §  kilo. 

Bergen,  June  24,  7.35  p.m.  : — The  total  catch  of  cod  for 
the  whole  of  Norway  since  the  opening  of  the  season  now 
amounts  to  46  257,000,  against  42,342,000  at  the  corresponding 
period  of  last  year.  This  has  yielded  2,333  barrels,  against
